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AN ACT 

Froriding for the printing and distributing of such laws of 
the United States as respect the Public Lands. 

BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Refn^esen- 
tatives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, Thai the President cfthe United States be and 
he 18 hereby authorised to cause to be collected into one 
volume, and arranged, the several laws of the United 
States^ resdvtions of the Congress under the confederation^ 
treaties and prodamations tnat have operation and respect 
to thejmblic laaids ; and toamse iwdve hundred copies to 
be printed, one of which shaU be transmitted to each of 
the existing lana boards of commissioners for settling land 
claims, and a copy to each of the registers and receivers 
of public monies of the several land offices of the United 
States ; and the residue of the said copies shall be pre- 
served for the Jiiture disposition of Congress.

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Tfaidcolkction is divided into two parts: the first em* 
braces such pidbKc actsas relate to the Tdfe of the Unit* 
ed States to tiie Public Lands:-^The second conasts of the 
r»M4irtioiisandactiofCk)ngnm respecting the Z>^^ of 
the lands. 

Under the first head, are inchided,«-^l. Treaties with 
fore^ nations so for as they relate to the acquintion of 
territory^ or to the boundaries of the United States. 

2. Cessions ofteritoryto the Uiuted States by indhd 
dnal states, members of the Union ; and acts of Coi^ppess 
fdative tfiCTeto. 

3. Treaties with Incfian tribes, so fio* as they relate to 
the extinguidui^irt of the Indian title to the public ktfuis. 

The treaties with foreign nations by which territory 
hra been acquired, or which relate to boundaries, are 
thoseof 1783 and 1794 with Great Britain, of 1795 wHh 
apm, and of 1803 with France. 

The treaty of peace (of 1783) with Great Britain, 
which designated the boundaries of the U. States, left how- 
ever some unsettled pmnts. The question relative to the 
true river St. Croix, the eastern boundary of the United 
States, has been determined in pursuance of the treaty of 
1794. That respecting the rig^ of the two nations over 
eertam klands at or near the mouth of that river, has not 
yet been adjusted. But as the disputed te Titory in both 
cases belong to the state of Massachusetts, neither of 
^lose questions affects the public lands of the U. States. 
The same ^observation applies to certain i^ands in the 
rtvcr St. Lawrence which continue to be claimed by 
Great Britain ; and which' we presumed to belong to the 
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istate of New-York. The claims of the two nations to 
^ some other islands in the lakes and rivers west of that 
state, have not yet been adjusted. But the principal unde^ 
cided question arising from that treaty relates to that part 
of the boundary therein described as a line drawn due 
west, from the most north western point of the Lake of 
the Woods, to the river Mississippi. It is ascertained 
-that a line drawn in that manner cannot intersect that 
river, which does not extend as far northward as the lati- 
tude of the north western extremity of the Lake of the 
Woods. And nothing more was agreed on in that re- 
spect by the treaty of 1794, than a mutual engagement 
to malce a survey of the country, and to regulate by ne- 
gociation the boundary line, according to justice, mutual 
convenience, and the intent of the treaty of 1783. 

The southern boundary of the United States was, by 
the same treaty ,fixed at the 31st dcg. of north latitude. But 
Great Britain having, by her treaty of the same date with 
Spain, ceded to that power West Florida, which under 
the British government extended as far north as the Ya- 
soas river, Spain, then in possession of the country be- . 
twepn that river and the 31st deg. of north latitude, refused 
at fii-st to deliver it. Yet the title of the United States was 
indisputable : for their provisional treaty with Great Bri- 
tain, a public instrument signed on the 30th Novembw, 
1803, and wlych was to take effect as soon as peace 
should be made between Great Britain and France, had 
already established the 31st 6^%. of latitude as the southern 
boundary of the said states. Spain, therefore, when pe- 
ceiving Florida from Great Britain, a cesacm which can- 
not beiu- an earlier date than the 20th January 1783, the 
_day on which the preliminary articles of her fa'eaty of 
peace were signed, accepted that province with the boun- 
dary thus previously established ; the territoiy lying north 
of the 31st deg. which might, prior to the 30th Nov. 1 802, 
have made part of West Florida, having on that day, 
with the knowledge of Spain, been ceded by Great Bri- 
tain to the U, States- Spain did accordingly acquiesce. 
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afta: a delay of same years. She made no cession of 
territcMy by the treaty of 1795, which simply, and with* 
o\:*ieserve or exception, recognizes the same boundaries 
wfaich had been fixed by the treaty of 1783 bctneen the 
U. States and Great Britain. 

The United States, by the treaty of 1903 wth France, 
acquired Louisiana without any dii*ect definition of its 
boundaries, but as fully and in the same manner as it 
had been acquired by trance from Spain, in viitue of the 
treaty of St. Iktefonso of the 1st Oct. 1800. By this trea- 
ty Spain had retroceded Loui^ana to France, " with the 
same extent that it then had in the hands of Spin, and 
that it had when France possessed i)t, and such as it should 
be after the treaties subsequently entered into between 
Spain and other states.'' 

By the grant of Louis XIV. to Crozat, dated 14th 
Sept. 1712,* all the country drained by the waters emp- 
tjii^ direcfly or indirectly into the Mississippi, is includ- 
ed witliin the boundaries of Louisiana. The discovery 
of that river by the French, the general principles adopt- 
ed by the European nations in relation to the rights of 
discovery,! the publicity of the gi'ant, and the long acqui- 
escence of Spain, establish the claim of the U. States to 
that extent. But the western boundary on the sea shore, 
and south of the waters emptying into the Red River is 
still a subject of controversy between the two nations; 
the territory called by Spain '^ Province of Texas" being 
claimed by both. The claim of France, now transferred 
to the United States, extended at least as far west as the 
Bay of St Bernard, in virtue of the settlement made 
there by La Salle, in 1685, in the vicinity of the river 
Guadeloupe, at a time when Spain occupied no part of 
the territory east of the Rio Norte. That settlement was 
destroyed, and, notwithstanding the repeated orders of the 
French government, was not resumed by the local author 
rities. In the mean while (in 1717) the Spaniards §ent

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some priests amon^ the Indians, apd rtioitljr aft^ esta- 
blished a small military post at Adayes, afterwards tram- 
ferredto Nogodoches, on which rests their claim to the 
country east of La Salle's settlem^it. By an arrangie^ 
ment made in 1806 by the commanding ofiicerB in that 
quarter, it was agreed that for the present the Spaniards 
mould not cross the Sabine, and that the Americans 
should not extend thdr settlements as far as that river. 
And in order to prevent any collisions, uirtil the difference 
^KHild Se finally adjusted, instructions have bean pvm 
diat the public lands should not be surveyed west of a 
meridian passing b^ Natchitoches. 

East of the Mississippi, the U. States daim, by virtue ef 
the trealy of 1803, all the territory south of the Slat deg. 
of north lat. and extending eastwardly to the small river 
Ferdido, which lies between Mobile and Pensacola, and 
was, when Louisiana formerly bdonged to France, the 
boundary between that colony and the Spani^ i»Povince 
6{ Florida. That territory, together witti the resicfaie of 
' LiouiiHana east of the Mississi][^, was, by the treaty of 
1763, ceded by France to Great Britain, who by the 
same treaty acquired also Spanish Florida. The pi^- 
minary articles of that treaty were signed on -flie 3d <tey 
of November, 1762; and, on the same day France by a 
8q)arate act^ ceded to Spain all the residue of Louiaana 
west of the Missassif^i, and including the city and island 
(so called) of New Orleans. By the treaties of 1783, 
Great Britain ceded to the United States, all that part of 
the former colony of Louisiana east of the Mississippi, 
which lay north of the 31st d^. of north latitude; and 
to Spain, under the name of west and east Florida, both 
tiiat part of Louisiana cast of the Mississippi, which lay 
south of that parallel of latitude, and the old Spanish pro- 
vince of Florida. The 3 1 st dcg; of lat. was, by the subse- 
quent treaty of 1795 between the United States aiul

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Sprai, eonfirmed as the boundary between the posses- 
aons of the two natims. The title of the United Statea 
to the territory in cniiestion, under the treatiea of St. It 
dfilboso, and of 1803, is fulhr established by those ^nds. 

Lmiioana was retroceded to France ^ with the same 
eitent that it then had in the hands of Spain ;'* and the 
territory in question, by whatever name Spain chose to 
oaU it- was nien sut^ntially in her hands. 

Louinana was retroceded ^ with the sM»e extent that 
k had when France possessed it :'' and not only w«is that 
tenibHy part of Loui^na wl^n France possessed it, 
but, die never owned that province a angle day without 
that territory as part of it. Fw, as has been stated, she 
ceded on the same day the eastern part of Loui^na to 
England, and the western pait to Spain. 

JLouisianawas retroceded " such as it should be after 
the tnaaties subsequently entered into between Spain and 
other states :^ and Spain ne^^er had, since she acquired 
Louisiana in 1762, made any treaties relative to Louisi 
ana but that of 1783 with Great Britain, and that of 1795 
with the United Stat^ : she had entered into no treaty' 
whatever ^vhich aflected Louisiana %eeri of the Mississip- 
pi. This member of the description can therefore only 
Bpfiy to the territory in question ea^ of the Mississippi, 
and there it \\x^ fuU dfect ; the territory having been ao- 
qiured by Spain, by her treaty of 1793 with Gi-eat Bri- 
tain, and its bounikries having been finally established by 
h«- tneaty of 1795 i^ith the United States. ^ Louisiana 
such as itdiouWhe," &c. can only mean, including east 
Louissana as restored by the treaty of 1783, but extending 
no fiirtlier north than the southern boundary of the Umt- 
cd States as recognized by the treaty of 1795. 

The spirit of ttie treaty equally supports the construc- 
tion necesjswily dbrived from its letter. Spain retrocedes 
to Prance the colony which France had ceded in 1762, 
and she must therefore yield all in her possessioi> which 
France had formeriy given up. The cesj^on by France 
of West Louisiana to Sp^in was to compensate for the 
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loss of Florida. The cession of East Liouitaana to Ekig-^. 
land wafi to make, together with Florida, an equivalent for 
Cuba, which on that condition was restored to 8pain.^ 
France ceded the whole for the benefit of Spain. And 
Spain having recovered Florida by the treaty of 1783, 
having herself ultimately lost nothing; it is a natural 
consequence that France in obtaining a retrocession should 
take back all she had lost for the sake of Spain. It is 
hardly necessary to add, that no private explanation be- 
tween those two nations, made subsequent to the treaty 
of San Ildefonso, can affect the right of tlie United States 
derived from a public treaty; such supposed explanation 
tiot having been communicated to them by France when 
the treaty of 1803 was concluded, nor even afterwards by 
Spain, when she acquiesced in the acquisition of Louisiana . 
by America.* 

All the acts; of Congress which relate to Louiaana^ 
and amongst others, those respecting the public lands, 
have been so expressed as to become immediatdy appli- 
cable to that territory, whenever possession should be ob-^ 
tained by the President according to the powers vested 
in him by law to that effect. 

All the vacant lands in Louisiana have by the acquisi- 
tion of that country become the property of the U. States. 
But those cast of the Mississippi, and contained \^ithin 
the boundaries designated by the treaty of peace with 
Gix^at Britain, were claimed by indimiual states; and the 
title of the United States is, in that respect, principally, if 
not altogether derived fix)m cessions made by those states. 
The documents relative to that branch of the subject 
have been arranged under two sections ; the first consist- 
ing of extracts from the chaiiere and other acts establisliing 
or affecting the boundaries of the states which made ces- 
sions; the other including the acts of cession to the Unit- 
ed States, and the acts of Congress relative thereto. These 
cessions .embrace tiiree distinct ti^cts of country.

These remarks have been introduced for the pur- 
pose of repelU^jt ceiiainlargti claims to lands in tliat territor}', said to be de- ' 
lived from pr-inis made by the Spanish officers subsequent to the cession a£ 
lltouisiana to the Vnited States. 
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1. The whole territory north of the river Oliio, and 
west of the state of Pennsylvania, extending noitliwardljr 
to the northern boundary of the United States, and west- 
irardly to the Missisappi, was claimed by Virginia ; and 
that state was in possession of the French settlements of 
Vincennes and Illinois which she had occupied and de- 
fended during the revolutionary wai\ The states of 
Massachusetts and Connecticut claimed aU that part 
w.iich was within the iH'eadth of their respective char- 
eel's ; and the state of New-York had also an indetermi- 
nate claim to the country. The United States have ob* 
tained cessions from the four states, and thus acquired an 
indi^utable title to the whole. The state of Vii^inia, 
amon^t other conditions of her act of cession, made 
provision for securing the old French settlers in their 
possessions, and reserved two tracts of land ; one of 
150,000 acres near the Rapads of the Ohio for that por- 
tion of her state troops which had reduced the country, 
and the other, between the rivers Scioto and little Miami, 
containing about three millions five hundred thousand 
acres, to satisfy the bounties in land which she had pro- 
mised to her troops on the contmental establishment. 
The state of Connecticut resei'ved a tiact on Lake Erie, 
bounded on the south by the 41st degree of north lati- 
tude, and extending westwardly one hundred and twenty 
miles fi'om the western boundiary of the state of Penii 
8}ivania. The cessions of Massachusetts and New- 
York included an insulated tract commonly called " the 
triangle," lying on lake Erie, west of the state of New- 
York, and north of that of Pennsylvania ; and which 
has since been sold by the United States to Pennsyhania. 

2. North Carolina has ceded to the United States all 
her vacant lands beyond the Allegheny chain of moun- 
tains, within the breadth of her charter, that is to say, 
between the 35th degree and 36th degree SO minutes of 
norih latitude, the last parallel being the southern boun 
diuy of the states of Virginia and Kentucky. That 
Hrritory which new forms the state of Tenn«^»see wat 
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lio^^er ftubj^ to a great variety of claimn described in 
the act of cedsion. Artd Cong/re89 has bj the act of 
April imh, 1806, ceded to 1^ last motioned state the 
claim of the United States to sA the lands east of a line 
described in the act, leaving the bmds west of that ]in6 
still liable to satisfy such of the claims secured by tiie 
cession from North Carolina as cannot be located in the 
Mrtem divi^n. 

S. South Carolina and Geoi^gift wem the only statci 
which had any claim to the lands lying south of die 35th 
decree of north latitude. By the cesaons from those 
two states, the United States have acquired the ^e of 
botib to the tract of counfary now forming the Missssq>- 
pi territory, efXtending from the 31st to the 35th degree 
of latitude, and bounded on the west by the river Mis- 
ttssippi, and on the east by the river Chatahoochee, and 
by a line drawn from a {dace on t^at riv^, near the 
moirth oT Uchec creek, to Nickajack on the rivei* Ten- 
nessee. As a condition of the cessoon from GecM^giay the 
Indian title to the lands within her present boundaries 
will be extii^idied at the expence of the Umted States^ 
and she is also entitled to receive l,2dQ,000 dollars out 
of the proceeds of the first safes of lands in the ceded 
territory. 

Ces^ons havit^ thus been obtained from all the states 
claiming any pait of the ^ public lands,'' it is now im^ 
material, so far as relates to those states,, to examine t^ 
foundation of their respective tities. But iJtiiough the 
state of Geoi^a has no longer any immediate int^est in 
the question, certain lai^e claims pretended to be drnv- 
ed from that state, arui known by the name of ** Yazoo 
Claims/' raider it important for the United States to 
prove that a considet*able portion of the territoiy thiw 
claimed was not within the boundaries of GecMgia nor 
of any other state, at the date of the treaty of peace 
with Great Biitain, and became therefore immediately 
vested in tlie United States by virtue of that treaty. 

The chaiter of Carolina having been surrendered tm 
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the crown by the proprietoi^, South CraxAna became a 
rega) colony, the boundai ies of which might be altered 
by tlic crown according to cireurastance^. Georgia was 
aecordin^y erected into a separate government, and her 
darter havii^ been surrend^^ by the trustees, she also 
fecame a re^ colony. Ha* southern boundary was 
•riginaUy the Alatamaiia river, and thence westwardly 
a^ parallel of ktitude pasmng by the source of that river. 
The terribory between the rivers Alatamaha and St. 
Mary's was annexed to it by the king's proclamation of 
the 7th October, 1768 ; and, thoi^ not positively ex- 
pressed by that instrument, it appears by the comnus^on 
af Governor Wrigl^ dated 90th January, 1764, thrf; 
tte joriscfeAion' extended to tte river Mississippi as fat 
asutb as the 31st degree of north latitude, which, accor- 
ding to the prockimation, formed the northern boundary 
of the new British province of West Florida. But ort 
tiia representation of the board of trade, the boundaries 
were akened, and it appears from the second commission 
of GoverrKw Johnetone of ^that province and from those 
of the subsequent Governors Eliot and Chester, that 
West Florida from the 6th day of June, 1764, and 
thence as long as it continued under the Britisti govern- 
ment, was bounded on the north by a parallel of latitude 
passing by the moutti of the river Yasous, or about 32 
degrees 30 minutes of north latitude. The jurisdiction 
of tiie trovemonB of West Florida (fid accordingly in 
fact extend to the tei'ritory lying between- that parallel 
wad the 31st degree, as well as south of this. Lands 
were granted by them witWn those boundaries, and, 
when not subsequently forfeited,' continue to be held un- 
der that title. That portion of territory (viz* between 
the dlst degree and about 32 degrees 30 minutes of lati- 
tude) appears theiefOTc to have been acquired not by any 
of the states as \ying within its boundaries, but by th^ 
United States as part of West Florida, and for the be- 
nefit of the whole union. All the documents which, 
ctmld be procured on that subject are inserted in the 2d 
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section, and amongst them, the recital of the 9cconA 
commission of Governor Johnstone, which was very late- 
ly obtained, and is now for the first time published.* 

The last section of the first part of this collection in*^ 
eludes all the articles of treaties with Indism tribes which 
relate to the extinguishment of their title to the public 
lands of the United States. Those tribes are in somie 
liespects consicbred as independent cbnmiunities. TJiey 
govern themselves without being subject to the laws of 
the United States ; and their right to remain in posses- 
sion of the lands they occupy, and to sell tliem only 
when they please is recc^niz^. On the other hand, tins 
United States have the exclusive right of pre-empiion, 
9^d all sales to foreign nations or to individuals, whether 
citizens or foreigners, are null by law ; a provision as ne- 
cessary for the protection of the Indians, ks for that of 
the public domain. This principle is generaUy acknow- 
l^ed by themselves and recognized in several of their 
treaties. Nor can it be disputed that even if their own 
rif^ to sell was entire, the United States have that to 
forbid any one to purchase. The sales to the United 
States are however altc^ether voluntary and never made 
without a compensation more valuable to tiie Indians 
ttian the use of the land which they cede. Not has in 
any instance the general government attempted to d]i^x>se 
of lands prior to their being purchased from the natives. 
For although it will appear that a portion of the lands 
ceded by tiiem in 1795 by the Greenville treaty, had 
been jM^viously sold by Congress to tlie Ohio Company 
and to I. C. Symmes, that treaty was only a confirmation 

• The title of the state of Massachusetts to the territory north of the pld 
province of Maine, between New Hampshire and the river Kennebec, is not 
understood. The noilh^m boundary of that province is by the chailer of 1691 
fixed at 120 miles from the sea, and no subsequent document has been scei\^ 
cxten<ling the provmce to the northern boujidarj' of the United States. Thence 
it would seem that the territory west of Kerincbec and north of the boundary 
established by the charter, vested by the treaty of peace in the United States 
and not in the state of Massachusetts. The same obsen'ation applies to a small 
tract in the possession of New-Hampshire, Ijing north of the 45th degree of 
north latitude ; Uiat ])::ra)lci uppeoring to liavc been th€ northern boundary %f 
Ike prorace whilst under t^e British govenun^nt 
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#f others made in 1784 and subsequent yean, which had 
been violated by the Indians. 

The treaties inserted are only such as relate to the 
/nblic lands of the Uhited States ; and those for the pur^ 
chase of land not ceded by the states to the Union, ane 
omitted. In several instances the same land will be 
focnd to have been purchased firom different tribes, the 
purchase not being conadered complete until all thdr 
conflicting claims have been acquired. The Indian title 
to the fo^wing tracts of country has thus by successive 
treaties been completely extir^shed. 

1. All the lands in the state of Ohio, and in the Indw 
c^na and Illinois territories bordering on the river Ohio, 
extending from the western boundfuy of Pennsylvania 
to the mouth of (hat river, and thence up the Mississif^ 
to the river Illinois. The depth of that tract b not on 
an average less than 120 miles ; and it is estimated to 
contain, exclumvely of the Vii^nia nulitary resetTatton, 
more than thirty-two millions of acres, of which more 
than twenty-four remain at the disposal of the United 
States. 

2. Atractextemfing along the Missisof^ from the 
nUnois to the river Ouisconsing and supposed to contain 
near tw;enty milBons of acres. 

3. A tract in the Midugan territory bordering on 
Lakes Huron, St. Clair and Erie, estimated to contain 
about four millions of acres. It is separated from the 

'^ Connecticut reserve'' and from the other public lands 
of the United States by a buct still held by the Indians, 
extending along Lake Erie from the river Miami of the 
Lakes to Sandusky Bay. 

4. A stnall triai^lar tract of 32^,000 acres in the 
northern part of the Mississippi territory, and in what is 
called the Great Bend of Tennessee, extending from a 
point on that river, northwardly to the southern bounda- 
ry of the state of Tennessee. 

5. The lands in the Mississippi territory bordering on 
tbe river Misid^ppi fronx the mouth of the river Yasous 
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to the 31st degree of btitude, tiience exten^ng along 
that parallel of latitude to the river Mobile, and thence 
about sixty miles up the branch of that river caHed 
^ Tombigby.'' This tract having an inconsiderable 
breadth on the MississipfH is not estimated to conUun 
moi-e than &x millions of acres. 

A large tract of country in upper Louisiana appears 
also to have been ceded by the Sacs and Foxes, and by 
the O^ages. No other treaties have been made by the 
United States with Indian tribes west of the Mississij^L 
It is however believed that the Indian title is extinguished 
to all the lands bordering on the west bank of that river 
as hi&rb up at least as the Missouri, but on what depth W 
not understood. 



THE SECOND PART of this collection consists of 
the acts of Congress for the disposal of the public lands, 
and those, have been arranged under four sections.— 1. 
General provisions. — 2. Donations — 3. Special Sales 
north of the Ohio.-v*- Adjustment of private claims. 
But this being a collection and not a digest of the laws, 
and the text of the law having therefore been uniformly 
preserved, it has not been practicable to follow in the de- 
tails as methodical an aiTangement as would have been 
desirable, 

A considerable part of the country had been succes- 
sively subject to several foreign powers : the territories of 
Michigan, Ini^ana and Illinois to France and then to 
England ; the southern part of the Mississippi territoiy, 
fii-st to France, afteru ards to England, and finally to 
3pain ; Louisiana to France and then to Spain. A part 
of the land was claimed by the inhabitimts and others, 
either by right of occupancy or under titles said to be 
jderiyed from those several governments, or ftom the Ic- 



eal iPtfaorities* Eight boards of coauatiidnoners wem 
iDsdAited by vaiiou» acts of Congress, for the puipose 
of investigating those daims, one for each of the teiri- 
tMses of Micha^^an, Indiana, Illinois and Looisiana, two 
foF the Mississippi and two for the Orleans territory. 
The rules ptesciibed by law to the commissioners have 
varied according to the nature of the claims respectively 
coming before them. But the object appears unifoimly 
to have been to guard against unfounded or fraudulent 
d^nfKS^ to confirm all bona fide claims derived from a 
kgitimoke authority even when the title had not been 
compkiedy and to secure in their possessions all the ac* 
tual settlers who were found on the land when tlie Vnit- 
ed States took actual possession of the country where it 
was atuated, though they had only a right pf occupan- 
cy. In some cases also, a right of pre-emption ha» 
been granted to persons who had occupied lands in the 
Mississippi teiritory subsequent to the time when the 
United States had taken possession. The commission- 
ers in that territory were authorised to decide finally on 
the claimts ; ibey have completed their work, and the 
boards are dissolved. The commissioners for the terri- 
tories of Michigan, Indiana and Illinois were only au- 
thorised to inves^gate the claims, and to report their opi- 
nion to Congress. Their respective reports have been 
received,* all their confirmations have been ratified by 
^Congress, and the whole business has been completed in 
Michigan and Indiana. But it remains for Congress to 
decide on a ^reat number of claims in the Illinois terri 
tory rejected as fi^udulent by the commissioners. In 
the territories of Orleans and Loui^ana, the commis- 
sioners have been authorised to decide finally on all 
cl^ms not exceeding one league square, and to report 
their opinion to Congress on those of a greater e^^tent, 
or fi>r lead mines. Their reports have not yet been 
made ; but those for Louisiana and the eastern part of 
the Orleans territory are expected within a short time. 
The laws included under the head of " Donations" jure 
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those respecting the bounties in land given to the oificcM 
and soldiers of the revolutionary war, the grants made 
to the refugees from Canada and Nova Scotia in com- 
pensation of their losses and services, certain donations 
for public purposes in the state of Ohio, and miscellane- 
ous grants made by Coi^ress, to the United Brethren, 
to A. H. Dohrman, to the French inhabitants of Galli-^ 
opolis, to Genatil La Fayette, to Captains Lewis and 
Clarke, to Isaac Zane, and to some Indian tribes now 
residing within the boundaries of the lands to which the 
Indian title has been extinguished. These, together with 
the donations to actual settlers abovementioned, with 
another donation of 100,000 acres to settlers in the tract 
«old to the " Ohio Company,'^ and with the reservations 
for sch9ols and seminaries of learning hereafter noted, 
include all the lands given by the United States. Tl^e 
laws providing for grantir^ patents to persons entitled to 
land in the Vir^nia military reservation, between the 
rivers Scioto and Little Miami have also been inserted 
under this head. 

Three tracts of land had been sold by contract prior 
to the adoption of the present form of government, that 
is to say. 1. To the state of Pennsylvania, the trian^- 
!ar tract on Lake Erie abovementioned, containmg 
202,187 acres. 2. To an association called ^^the Ohio 
Company,^ a tract on the rivers Ohio and Muskingum, 
ori^nally intended to contain about twcf millions of 
acres, but afterwards reduced at the request of the par- 
ties to 964,285 acres. 3. To John Cleves Symmcs and 
his associates, a tract on the Ohio between the rivers 
Little and Great Miami, originally supposed to contain 
one million of acres, but which by an alteration, and 
then a failure in the contract has been reduced to 248,540 
acres. All those lands were sold at the rate of two-thirds 
of a dollar an acre payable in evidences of the public 
debt of the United States, and a part of the two last 
tracts was paid for in military land warrants, each acre 
ki «uch w arrant being receiv ed in payment for one acre 
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uA m half of land. A right of pre-emption, it tly 
nie of two doUars an acre, has been allowed to persons 
yivho had made purchases from I. C. Symmes within the 
boondsuies of his first contittct. The laws respecting 
ttose subjects, those authorising the sale of lots at Cii> 
dnnati and Shawnee Town, those allowing a richt of 
preemption of 640 acres to Geoi^ Ash, and of. 320 
acres to William WelK aod that for the sale of 2560 
acres to John James Dufour are arranged under Uie head 
of " Special Sales.'' 

All the otho- public lands sold by theUnited States, 
have been sold under general laws. No more than 121^ 
.540 acres had tiius been sold prior to the act of 10th Mav, 
1800, viz. 72,974 acres at public sale at New York, m 
the year 1787, for 87,325 dollars, in evidences of the 
pubJic debt; 43,446 acres at public sale, at Pittsburg, in 
the year 1796, for 100,427 dollars; and 5,120 acres at 
Philaddphia, in the same year, at two dollars an acrcr , 
The sy^em now in force was orgamsed by the act lasfc 
mentioned, but has received some subsequent modifica- 
tions. Its general outlines, as it now stands, are as fot 
lowetfo : 

1. All the lands are surveyed before they areofibied 
fcH^sale; bdng actually divided into townships six milet 
square;, and these subdivided into 36 sections one mile 
square, and containing each 640 acres. All the dividii^ 
lines running according to the canfinal points, cut one 
another at r^t angles : except where fi^actional section! 
are formed by the navigable rivers, or by an Indian 
boundary line. The sub£ viding lines of quarter sectionti 
are not actually surveyed, but the comers, boundarie« 
and contents of these are designated and ascertained by 
fixed rules prescribed by law. This branch of the busi- 
ness is conducted under the superintendance of two prin^ 
cipal surveyors, who appoint their own deputies. The 
powers and duties of the first, who is called Surveyor 
General, extend over all the public lands north of the 
river Ohio, aAd over the territory of Louisiana. The 
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otber, loKii^ia hy tbe name of Surveyor of the Public 
I^iajids soutli af the State of Tennessee, ai:q)erinten(is the 
surveys in tlie Mississippi andOi'leans territories, y&ytk 
make returns of the surveys to the proper land oflke, 
and to the treasuiy. 

2. The foiiowing tracts are excepted fiom the ssdes^ 
viz. 1. One thirty-sixth part of the lands, or a section 
of 640 acres in each township, is uniformly reserved and 
given in perpetuity for the support of ficliools in tlie town* 
ship. ?. Seven Entire townships, containing each 23,040 
acres, viz. two in the state of Ohio, and one in each of 

' the territoi^ies of Michigan^ Indiana, Illinois, Missisgi^ 
pi and Orleans, have been also reserved and given in per- 
petuity for the support of seminaries erf learning. 3. 
All salt spiings and lead mines are ajso resei-ved, but may 
be leased by the President of the United States. Three 
other sections were formerly reserved in each township 

(for the futuie disposition of Congress ; but this reserva- 
tion has, since the act of 26th March, 1804, been dis- 
continued. One section wa« also reserved in each town- 
■ ship within the boundaries of the tracts respectively sold 
to the Ohio Company, and to John Cleves Symmes, and 
was given in perpetuity for religious purposes ; but this 
reservation has not been extended to any other part of 
th« public lands. 

The Missis^ppi, the Ohio, and all Uie navigable rivers 
and waters leading into either, or into the river St. Law- 
rence, remain common highways, and forever free to all 
the citizens of the United States, without any tax, im- 
post or duty therefor. 

3. All the other public lands, not thus excepted, are, 
after the rightful piivate claims have been ascertained and 
confu'med, ofla ed for sale at public sale in quarter sec- 
tions of 160 acres each, but cannot be sold foi' less than 
two dollars an acre. The lands not puixhased at public 
sale, may at any time alter be purchased inq» art r sec- 
tions at private tale, and at the rate of two dollars an 
acre, and without paying any fees whatever^ The pur- 
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chase moDey, whether the land be bought at fniblic or at 
private sale, is paj^blein four equal instalments, the first 
inrtftin forty days and the three others within two yean^ 
tknee years, and four years afto- the date of the purchase. 
No interest is charged if the payments be punctualh^ 
made ; but it must be paid from the date of the purchase^ 
at the rate of Ax per cent, a year, on each instalment not 
paid on the day an which it is due. A discount at the 
rate of eight per cent, a year, is allowed for prompt pay- 
ment ; wWch, if the whole purchase money be paid at 
the time of purchasing the land, reduces its price to one 
dollar and jrfxty-four cents per acre. Tracts not com 
pletdy paid for within five years after the date of pur- 
chase, are offered for sale at public sale, for a price not 
less than the arrears of principal and intei-est due there- 
on ; if the land cannot be sold for that sum, it reverts 
to the United Statei?, and the partial payments made 
therefor are forfeited : if it sells for more, the surjdus b 
returned to the original purchaser. 

4. All the lands to which the Indian title has been 
cxt'mguished, are, for the convenience of purchasers, di- 
vided into districts, in each of which a land office is es- 
tablished. Ten of these districts are in full operation, 
viz; those of Steubenville, Canton, Zanesville, Mariet- 
ta, Chillicothe, and Cincinnati in the state of Ohio, 
those of Vincennes and Jeffersonville in the Indiana 
territory, and those of Nashville (for Madison County 
in the great bend of the river Tennessee) and Washing- 
ton (near Natchez.) in the Mississippi territory. The 
sales have not yet commenced, the surveys not beiitt; 
yet completed, or the private claims not being yet decicP 
ed upoa, in the four districts of Detroit, in tlie Michi- 
gan, of Kaskaskia in the Illinois, of Mobile in the 
Mississippi, and of Opelousas in tlie Orleans territory. 
None'ha;ve yet been authorised in the tcnitory of Loui- 
siana, and in tlie eastern part of the territory of Orleans. 
Each land office is under the diiTction of two officers, a 
*refflster who receives the applications and sells the land^ 

D 
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and a receiver of public monies who receives the pur-^ 
chase money, unless the purchaser prefers paying it into 
the treasury. Those two officers operate as a check one 
on the other. Ti-anscripts of the sales and of the pay- 
ments, together with the original receipts and assign- 
ments are transmitted to the treasury : and no patent 
issues till after the calculations have been examined, and 
it has been ascertained that the party has paid the whole 
purchase money and interest. The system, as it relates 
to the accountability of the Receivers is better checked 
than that of any other branch of the public revenue ; 
but the various and contingent provisions respecting the 
credits, interest, discount, forfeitures and other conditions 
of sale, render it rather complex, and for that reason 
table to delays in the final settlement of the accounts of 
the recciv«^. 

The total quantity of land sold under that system at 
the several land offices, firpm 1st July, 1800, to 1st July^ 
1810, and including pre-emption rights in Synunes' pur- 
chase and the Mississippi territory, amounts to 3,386,000 
acres, which have produced 7,062,000 dollars. Of this 
sum, 4,888,000 dollars have been paid, in specie or evi- 
dences of public debt, into the treasury, or *mto the 
hands of the Receivers of public monies : the balance is 
due by the purchasers* 

All the laws respecting that branch of the subject arc 
inserted under the head of " General Provisions f where 
will also be found the acts to prevent intrusions on the 
public lands, which are equally forbidden under variouf 
penalties, whether the lands still continue in the posses^ 
sion of the Indians or have been purchased from them. 
Intrusions subsequent to the 3d March, 1807, work a 
foi feiture of title or claim, if the intruder had any such, 
not previously recognised and confirmed by the Uiiited 
States ; and the Pi-esident is authorised to lemove such 
intruders, and to emplu/, it necebbary, miiitaiy foix:^ 
for that purpose. 
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AN APPENDIX has been added, which consists 
principsily of various documents, connected with the 
titic of the United States, or explanatory of certain ex> 
tei^Ve claims, either already rejected, or requiring a 
cittical investigation. The most important claims of 
that nature which have come within the knowledge of 
the treasury will now be briefly stated. 

1. Illinois and Wabash companies This b a claim 
for several millions of acres on those rivers, derived 
solely from Indian purchases made in 1773 and 1775 
by unauthorised individuals. Exclusively of other con- 
^derations, aich purchases wei^e expressly forbidden by 
file proclamation of 1763 of the king of England. Yet 
it has been lately reported that the claimants intended to 
institute siuts (or the land. 

2. Some large gnints by colonel Wilkins, a former 
English commaitddng officer at Illinois. These were 
also forbidden by the proclamation of 1763, and are 
recognized by the grantor as null, unless confirmed by 
his government. 

3. A gi^eat number of claims in the Illinois territory 
reported by the commissioners as fraudulent, and sub- 
ject to the ultimate deciaon of Congi-ess. 

4. An unlocated township, included in Symmes' pa- 
tent, and granted for the support of a seminary of leam- 
ir^, has never been applied to that puiposc. Congress 
has gLven another township in lieu thereof, and directed 
that legal steps should be taken to recover the first. 

5. The Yazoo claims, so called, embracing about 35 
miUions of acres in the Mississippi territory, and derived 
from a pretended sale by the L^slature of Georgia, but 
declared null, as fraudulent by a subsequent legislature. 
The evidence, as published by the state of Gteoi^a and 
by Congress, is insetted in the appendix, and shows that 
that transaction, even if considered as a contract, is, as 
such, on acknowledged principles of law and equity, 
null ab inkh — ^it being in proof that all the members of 
the Legislature wlio voted in favor of the sale, that is 
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to say, the ^^nt$ who pretended to sdl the pr<»perty of 
theb' con^itiients, were, with the exception of a sii^lq 
j^rsen, interested inland parties to the purchase. Muol^ 
. litigation must however, be expected ; and orders have^ 
lately been ^ven for the removal of certain intruders^ 
some of whom claimed the land under this supposed 
title. 

6. British grants in the Mississippi territory derived 
from the Governor of West Florida, These have not 
been confirmed, unless the claimant had made an actual 
settlement ; but the lands thus claimed have by law been 
for the present excepted from the sales. 

7. Doublehead's resei-ve, so called, is a small tract on 
the river Tennessee, excepted by a treaty with the Che- 
rokees from a cession of territory made by them. It 
remains Indian property, and is also claimed by the 
Chickasaws. The Cherokees, for whose use it was ex- 
cepted from the general cession, seem to have supposed 
that they had thereby acquired the right of selling or 
leasing it to citizens of the United States, who now claim 

' it, and whose remov(il as intruders on Indian lands, has 
hecn ordei-ed by the President. 

8. Bastrop's claim on the river Washita in the territo- 
ry of Orleans. This is only a contract between the Spa^ 
nish Governor of Louisiana and Baron Bastrop, by 
wliich a tract twelve leagues square was promised to 
him on condition of his settling thereon five hundi^ed fa- 
milies, to each of which four hundred aipens of the land 
was to be allotted gi^tis. The execution of the contract 
was suspended by the Spanish governipent; and if it be 
still binding on the United States, it is only the residue 
of the land, after the families of settlers shall. have been 
first provided for, which can possibly be claimed. Yet 
the whole tract is claimed a^ a fee simple estate held un- 
der a complete title. 

^ 9. Mais6n-ix)uge's claim, also on tlie river Washita, is 
of the. same n^iture with tlie preceding. But the conti^act 
^as approved by the king of Spain, and a certificate. 



ynSf flidxioqueiit to the ces^n to the Unked States, ob» 
tauaed from the Spanish officers, stating that the condh 
tions iiad been fulfilled by the claimant. Thera is no 
patent in either case ; astd the assent of the kii^, which, 
jg[txn its beii^ Obtained to the contract withMaison- 
iTH^ie, seems to have been requisite in large grants, has 
not been produced for the contract with ^strop. It 
may be geno^y observed that, the archives and do- 
cuments relative to the domain of Louisiaha not ha>nng 
been left, in conformity with the treaty, in the posses- 
scm of the United States, the extent of the powers of 
the Governors or Intendants to grant land, beyond the 
ususA concesaons to settlers, is not understood, and the 
difficulty of (feciding on the vaHdity of many claims has 
been greatly encreased. 

10. Houmas' claim on the island of New-Orleans. 
This is oiiginatty founded on a title to a tract about a 
league in length, on the left bank of the Mississippi on 
atib^h of about half a league. The owner having no 
timber, asked and obtained from the Spanish Governor 
of Louiiaana a back concession as far as the vacant lands 
extended. The obvious intention of the grant w^as, that* 
it should preserve a breadth equal to that of the tract 
on the river. But the upper and lower lines of this, 
happening on account of a bend in the river, not to be 
parallel, but to diverge, making an angle of 120 d^ees, 
the owna^ now claun all the land contained between 
those lines protracted on one hand to Manshak at the 
mouth of the Iberville, and on the other to the lower 
extremity of Lake Maurepas; which w^ould include 
about 1^,000 acres of the most valuable vacant land on 
Upe idand. 

11. A permission was granted by a Spanish Governor 
to the inhabitants of Opelousas, in the territory of Or- 
leans, to cut wood w^herever they pleased in the vacant 
cypress forest, res^ving however tlie fee of the soil to 
the crown. This grant, from its nature, would seem to 
be revopable at will, and if continued unrestricted, will 
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prove equally injurious to the public domain, and uhi- 
mately to the settlement itself. 

12. Lead Mines near Genevieve and other settlements 
in Louisiana. Two extensive claims of a doubtful na- 
ture, arc laid to some of these. The first derived from 
Philip Renaut, to whom a grant had been made in 1723, 
by the local authorities, and who returned to France in 
1744, from which time his claim had lain dormant till 
the year 1807. The powtr of the officers who made the 
gi-ant is doubted ; and if the charter of the French Wes- 
tern or Mississippi Company, was similar to that of 
Crozat, mines on being abandoned for three years revert- 
ed to the crown. The other rests on an application of 
St. Vrain Lassus, to the Governor of Louisiana, for ten 
thousand acies, to be located on lead mines, salt springs, 
&c. where, and in as many tracts as the applicant mi^t 
choose. The Governor, in February 1796, writes at the 
bottom of the petition " Granted.'' But no warrant of 
survey was given, nor any attempt made to take up any 
land during the continuance of the Spanish authorities. 
The present holder of the supposed grant claims, by vir- 
tue of it, and has taken possession of a number of the 
most valuably mines belonginig to the public. 

13. Dubuque's lead mines in Louisiana, about 500 
miles above St. Louis. The claim to these, and includ- 
ing 140,000 acres of land, is derived from a cession by 
the Indian tribe of Foxes ; which appears to have been a . 
mere personal permission to Dubuque to occupy and work 
mines as long as he pleased. The confirmation by the 
Spanish Governor of Louisiana only grants the petition- 
er's request to keep peaceable possession according to the 
tenor of the Indian permission. There was neither or- 
der of survey or patent, but the land is nevertheless 
claimed as if held under a perfect title. 

14. The New-Orleans Batture. The documents re- ' 
specting this claim, wliich rests on a supposed right of al- 
luvion, were too voluminous for insertion. And exclu- 
sively of other considerations derived from the nature of 
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the batture and from the laws of Loui^ana ; it is sufiicient 
here to observe, 1st. That no title or survey has been 
produced, proving that the land was bounded by the ri- 
rer. 2dly. That that land was converted into a suburb, 
and all the front lots sold to mdividuals. 3dly. That if the 
first purchasers from the crown had any right to the bat- 
ture, this does not appear to have been legally vested in 
the present claimants. 4thly. That it is incoi t stibly pro- 
ven that during a period of near forty years, which elap- 
sed between the purchase of the plantation from the 
crown and the cession to the United States, the batture 
was neither possessed or claimed by the owners of that 
plantation, and was during the whole time, in the exclu- 
sive and undisturbed possession of the public. 

Some other vague claims to the public lands have been 
mentioned, reqjecting which no documents have be^n 
obtained ; and it is probable that the reports of the com- 
missioners for the territories of Louisiana and Orleans, 
wiU esJiibit others as yet unknown.

ASTtCLS I. 
HIS BriUumc Majesty acknowledges the United States 
said United States, viz. New Hampshire, Massa- acknowicde- 
chusetts-Bay, Khode-Island and Providence Planta- !i^^*"'^" 
tions, Connecticut, New-York, New-Jersey, Pena- ^^"^^ 
^lyania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North-Ca- 
rolina,^ South-Carolina, and Georgia, to be free, 
sovereign, and independent states ; that he treats 
with them as such ; and for himself, his heirs, and 
^iuccessors, relinquishes all claims to the government, 
propriety and territorial rights of the same, and every 
part thereof.

And that all disputes which* might arise in future. Boundaries

irom thence, by a line due west on said latitude, until 
it strikes the river Iroquois or Cataraquy ; thence 
along the middle of said river into lake Ontario, 
through the middle of saicii lake vmtil it strikes the 
communication by water between that lake and lake 
Erie j thence along the middle of said communica- 
tion mto lake Erie, tlupough the middle of said lake 
until it arrives at ^e water-communicatjon between 
that lake and lake Huron ; thence alone the middle 
of said water-communicaUon into the lake Huron ; 
thence through the middle of said lake to the water- 
" communication between that lake and lake Superior ;

East by a line to be drawn along the middle of the 
river St. Croix, from its mouth in the Bay of Fundy 
to its source, and from Its source directly north to the 
aforesaid Highlands which divide the nvers that fall 
into the Atlantic ocean from those which fall into 
the river St. Lawrence: comprehending all islands 
within twenty leagues of any part of the shores of the

AKTICLB II. 
Southern To prevent aU disputes on the subject of the bounda^ 

^"™^n^e rics which separate the territories of the two high 
estabbs cd. contracting parties, it is hereby declared and agreed 
as follows, to wit : The southern boundary of the 
United States, which divides their territory from the 
Spanish colonies of East and West Florida, shall be 
designated by a line beginning on the river Missis- 
sippi, at the northernmost part of the thirty-first de- 
gree of latitude north of the equator, which from 
thence shall be drawn due east to the middle of the 
river Apalachicola, or Catahouche, thence along the 
middle thereof to its junction with the Flint ; thence 
straight to the head oi St. Mary's river, and thence 
down the middle thereof to the Atlantic ocean. And 
it is agreed, that if there should be any troops, garri- 
sons, or setdements of either party, in the territory 
of the other, 'according to the above-mentioned boun- 
daries, they shall be withdrawn from the said terri- 
tory within the term of six months after the ratifica- 
tion of this treaty, or sooner if it be possible ; and 
that they shall be permitted to take with them aH the 
goods and effects which they possess. 

ARTICLE IV.

Extract from the Charter of the Province of the 
Massachadetfs Bay in New England. 

rthOct.1691. Willkim and Mary, by the grace of God, king and 
3dWUliain& ^y^^ ©f England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, 
*^' defenders of the faith, &c to alt to whom these Pre- 

sems shall cpme, Greeting : 

WE do by these presents for us, dur heirs and suc- 
cessors, win and ordain, that the territories and colo-* 
nies commonly called or known by the names of the 
colony of the Massachusett's Bay and colony of New 
Plymouth, the province of Main, the territory called 
Accada or Nova Scotia, and all that tract of land 
lying between the said territories of Nova Scotia and 
the said province of Main, be erected, united and in« 
corporated; And we do by these presents unite, 
erect and incorporate the same into one real province 
by the name of our province of the Massachusctt's 
Bay in New England: and of our especial grace, cer» 
tain knowledge and mere motion, we have given and 
granted and by these presei^ts for us, our heirs and 
successors, do give and grant unto our good subjects 
the inhabitants of our said province or territory of 
the Massachusctt's Bay and their successors, all that 
' part of New England in America, lying and extend- 
' ing from the Great River comtnonly called Mono^ ' 
mack alias Merimack on thenordi part, and from 
three miles northward of the said rivef to the Atlan- 
tick, or Western sea or ocean on the south part, and 
all the lands and hereditaments whatsoever lying 
within the limits albresaid and extending as far as 
the outermost points or promontories of land cdled 
Cape Cod and Cape Mdabar north and south, and 
in latitude, breadth, and ift length, and longitude, of

and aIso the north half of the Isles of Shoals, toge- 
ther with the Isles of Capawock and Nantuckett, near 
Cape Cod aforesaid, and abo the lands and heredita- 
ments lying and being in the country or territory 
commonly called Accada, or Nova Scotia, and all 
those lands and hereditaments lying and extending 
between the said countr)' or territory of Nova Scotia, 
and the said river of Sagadehock or any part thereof. 
That it shall and may be lawful for the said go- 
vernor and general assembly to make or pass any 
grant of lan£ lying within the bounds of the colonies 
formerly called the colonies of the Massachusett's 
Bay, and New Plymouth, and province of Main, in 
such manner as heretofore they might have done by 
virtue of any former charter or letters patent ; which 
grants of lands, within the bounds aforesaid, we do 
hereby will and ordain to be and continue for ever of 
foil force and effect, without our further approbation 
or consent* And so as nevertheless, and it is our 
royal will and pleasure, that no grant or grants of any

The 
Arst Massachmetts' charter granted on 4fth March 1628-9 to the 
patentees (sir Hemy Hosewell and others) by king Charles the First, 
was vacated by quo vtarranto in 1684. The grant for Maine to 
Ferd. Gorges, dated April 3> 1639, had been purchased by Massa- 
chusetts in 1674. The charter of 1691 unites those several grants 
and adds to them Acadia or Nova Scotia and the country lying be- 
tween it and Kennebek river the eastern boundary of Maine. Aca- 
dia had however been ceded or restored by England to France by the 
treaty of Breda in 1667; and was again restmd to the same pow- 
er by the treaty of Ryswick in 1697. After it had been ceded to 
England in 1712 by the treaty of Utrecht, it became a distinct regal^ 
government, and the river St. Croix the eastern boundary of Mass^-' 
chusetts.]

[The &»t charter, dated 10th April, 1606, t^tended along the le^ 
coast from the 34th to the 4l8t degree of north latitude, but only fif- 
ty miles inland. The third charter, dated March 12th, 1613, annex- 
ed to Viiginia all the islands within three hundred leagues of the 
coast, lliose three charters were vacated by quo vtarranto befoEC 
the 15th July, 1624 ; on which day a commission issued for the go- 
vernment of Virginia, without making however any alteration in the 
boundaries established by the second charter. The colony was af- 
terwards curtaded on the north, by the grants to Lord Baltimore and 
to William Penn, and on the south, by that to the proprietors of Ca- 
rolina. The charters of Maryland and Pennsylvania are not insert- 
ed, as those states made no cession to the United States. New 
York, Coimecticut and Massachusetts, being the only states that 
had, or laid any claims to the territory north of the riyer Ohio and 
west of Pennsylvania, the cessions of those states have giv^ to the 
United States an indisputabk title to the publk lands within that 
territory, a» far west as' the river Mississippi, which by the treaty of 
"1763, had been established as the boundary between British America ' 
lind Louisiana.]

rthof Oct. Whereas we have taken into our royal considera- 
^^ tion the extensive and valuable acquisitions in Ame- 

rica, secured to our crown by the late definitive treaty 
of peace concluded at Paris the 10th day of February 
last ; and being desirous that all our loving subjects,

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as vrdl of CHir kingdoms as of our cdiooies in Ama- 
rica, may avail themselves, with all convenient speed, 
of the great benefits and advantages which must ac- 
crue therefrom to their commerce, manufactures and 
navigation; we have thought fit, with the advice of 
our privy council, to issue this our royal prodama* 
ticm, hereby to polish and declare to all our loving 
subjcfcts, that we have, with the advice of our said • 
privy councily granted our letters patent under our 
great seal of Great Britain, to erect within the coun> 
tries and islands, ceded and confirmed to us by the 
said treaty, four distinct and serartte governments, ^ 
styled and called by the names oi Quebec, East Flo* 
nda. West Florida and Grenada, and limited and 
bounded as follows, viz : 

First, the govemn^nt of Quebec, bounded on the 
I«abrador coast by the river St. John, and from thence 
by a line drawn from the head of that river, through 
the lake St. John, to the south end of the lake Ni« 
pissim ; from whence the said line, crossing the river 
St. Lawrence and the lake Champlain in 45 degrees 
of north latitudcy^passes along the High Lands, which 
divide the riirers that empty, themselves into the said 
river St. Lawrence, from those which fsil into the 
sea ; and also along the north coast of the Baye dcs 
Chaleurs, and the coast of the gulf of St. La¥rrence 
to cape Rosieres, and from thence crossing the mouth 
,of the river St. Lawrence by the west end of the 
island of Anticosti, terminates at the aforessud river 
St. John. 

Secondly, the government of East Florida, bound- 
ed to the westward by the gulf of Mexico and the 
Apalachicola river ; to the northward, by a line drawn 
from that part of the said river where the Catahou* 
chee and Flint rivers meet, to the source of St. 
Mary's river, and by the course of the said river to 
the Atlantic ocean ; and to the east and south by the , 

Atlantic ocean and the gulf of Florida, induing all 
islands within six leagues of the sea coast. 

Thirdly, the government of West Florida, bound- 
ed to the southward by the gulf of Mexico, including 
all islands within six leagues of the coast, from the 
river Apalachicola to Isdce Pontchartrain ; to the 
irestward by the said lake, the lake Maurepas, and 
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the river Mississippi ; to the northward, bv a line' 
drawn dae east from that part of the river Mississip* 
jn which lies in thirty-one degrees north latitude to 
the river ApalacMcola or Catahouchee, and to the 
eastward by die said river. 

Fourthly, the government of Grenada, &c« cofls« 
prehending the island of that name, together with 
' the Grenadines, and the islands of Dominico, St. 
Vincent and Tobago. 

And to the end that the open and free fishery of 
our subjects may be extended to, and carried on upon 
the coast of* Labrador and the adjacent islands, we 
have 'thought fit, with the advice of our said privy 
council, to put all that coast, from the river St. 
John's to Hudson's streights, together with the islands 
of Anticosti and Madelaine, and all other smaller 
islands. l)ang upon the said coast, under the care and 
inspection of our governor of Newfoundland. 

We have also, with the advice of our privy coun* 
cil, thought fit to annex the islands of St. John and 
Cape Breton, or Isle Royale, with the lesser islands 
adjacent thereto, to our government of Nova Scotia. 

We have also, with tiie advice of our privy council 
aforesaid, annexed to our province of Georgia, all 
the lands Ijring between the rivers Altamaha and St* 
Mary's. 

And whereas it will greatly contribute to the speedy 
setdtflg our said new governments, that our loving 
subjects should be informed of our paternal care for 
the security of the liberties and properties of those 
who are and shall become inhabitants thereof; we 
have thought fit to publish and declare, by this our 
proclamation, that we have, in the letters patent 
under our great seal of Great Britain, by which the 
said governments are constituted, given express pow- 
er and direction to our governors of our ssud colonies 
respectively, that so soon as the state and circum- 
stances of the said colonies will admit thereof, they 
shall, with the advice and consent of the members of 
our council, summon and call general assemblies, 
within the said governments respectively, in such 
manner and form as is used and directed in those co- 
lonies and provinces in America, which are under 
our immediate government ; and we have also given 
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power to- the. said governors, with the consent of our 
said cotmctls, and die rejpresentatives of the people, so 
to be summoned as tmrtsaid, to make, constitute 
and ordam laws, statutes and ordinances for the pub« 
lie peace, wel£ure and good govemmeat of our said^ 
colooies, and of the people and inhabitants thereof, as 
sear as may be agreeable to the laws of Enf^and, and 
under such regulations and restrictions as are used in 
other colonies : and in the mean time, and until such 
assemblies can be called as aforesaid, all persons in- 
habiting in, or resorting to, our said colonies, may- 
confide in our rojral protection for the enjoyment c^ 
the benefit of the laws of our realm of England; for 
which purpose we have given power under our great 
seal to the governors of our said colonies respective- 
ly, to erect and constitute, with the advice of our said 
councils respectively, courts of judicature and public 
justice withm our said colonies, for the hearing and 
determining all causes, as well criminal as civil, ac- 
cording to law and equitv, and, as near as may be, 
agreeable to the l^ws of Eiigland, with liberty to all 
persons who may think themselves aggrieved by the 
sentence of such courts, in all civil cases, to appeal, 
under the usual limitations and restrictions, to us in 
our privy council 

We luLve also thought fit, with the advice of our 
privy council as aforesaid, to give unto die governors 
and councils of our said diree new colonies upon the , 
ccmtinent, fiill power and authority to settle and agree 
with the inhabitants of our said new colonies, or to 
any other person who shall resort thereto, for such 
land*, tenements and hereditaments, as are now, or 
her^aiiter shall be, in our power to dispose of, and 
them to grant to ttiy such person or persons, upon 
such terms, and under such moderate qutt^rents, ser« 
vices and adcnowledgments, as have been q>pointed 
and settled in other colonies, and under such other 
conditions as shall appear to us to be necessary and 
expedient for the advanUge of the grantees, and the 
improvement and setdement of our said colonies. 

And whereas we are desirous, upon all occasions, 
to testify our royal sense and approbation of the con* 
duct and bravery of the officers and soldiers of our 
armies, and to reward the same, we do hereby com*

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maud and empower our gerr em ar B <^ our sfldd dnee 
new colonies, «nd other our governors of oui* several 
protiilces on the continent of North America, to 
grant, without fee or reward, to such reduced officers 
as have served in North America during the late war^ 
and are actually residing there, and shall personalhr 
apply for the same, die following quantities of land, 
subject, at the expiration of ten years, to the same 
qiut>rents as other lands are subject to in the pro* 
vince within which diey are granted, 'as also subject 
to the same conditions of cultivation and improve- 
ment, vie : 

To eveiy person having the rank of a feld«offi« 
cer, 50S0 acres* 

To every CMKain, 3000 acres. 

To every supaltem or staff-officer, 9000 acres. 

To eveiy non-commission officer, 200 acres. 

To every private man, 50 acres* 
We do Ukewise authorise and require the govemoni 
and commanders in chief of all our said colonies, upon 
the continent of North America, to grant the like 
quantities of land, and upon the same conditions, to 
such reduced officers of our navy, of like rank, as 
served on board our ships of war in North America, 
at the times of the reduction of Louisbourg and Que* 
bee in the late war, and who shall personally apply to 
our respective governors for such grants. 

And whereas it is just and reasonable, and essen- 
tial to our interest and the security of our colonies, 
that the several nations or tribes of Indians, with 
whom we are connected, and who live under our pro* 
tection, should not be molested or disturbed in the 
possessibtt of such parts of our dominions and terri« 
torses as, not having been ceded to, or purchased by, 
us, are reserved to them, or amr of them, as their 
hunting grounds; we do, thereKMre, with the advice 
of our privy council, declare it to be our royal will 
and pleasure, that no governor or commander in 
chief, in any of our colonies of Quebec, East Florida, 
or West Rortda, do presume, upon any pretence 
whatever, to grant warrants of survey, or pass any 
Rstents for lands beyond the bounds of their respec* 
five governments, as described in their commissions ; 
«» abo that no govemor or commander in chief of 
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our oAtr cobnues or planttiions in A]neriel^ do pre* 
sume for the present, and until our fordier plaisiire be 
known, to grant warmnt of survey, or pass patents for 
any lands beyond the heads or sources of aoy of the 
rivers, which £ill into the Atbmdc ocean from the west 
or northwest ; or upon any lands whatever, which not 
having been ceded to, or purchased by us, as afore- 
s^d, are reserved to the said Indians, or any of 
them* 

And we do fiirther declare it to-be our royal win 
and pleasure, for the present, as aforesaid, to reserve 
under our sovereignty, protection and dominion, for 
die use of the said Indians, all the land and territories 
not included widiin the limits of our said three new 
governments, or within the limits of the territory 
granted to the Hudson's Bay Company ; as also aU the 
land and territories, lyin^ to the westward of the 
sources of die rivers whioi (all into the sea from the 
west and northwest as aforesaid; and we do hereby 
strictly forbid, on pain of our displeasure, all our lov* 
ing subjects from making an^ purchases or setdements 
wkitever, or taking possession of any of the lands 
above reservedy without our especial leave and license 
for that purpose first obtained* 

And we do further strictly enjoin and require all 
persons whatever, who have either wilfully or inad* 
vertently seated themselves upon any lands within 
the countries above describea, or upon any other 
lands, which not having been ceded to, or purchased 
by us, are still reserved to the said Indians as afore* 
said, forthwidi to remove themselves from such set« 
tlements. 

And whereas, great frauds and abuses have been 
conmiitted in the purchasing lands of the Indians, to 
the great prejudice of our interests, and to the great 
dissatisfaction of the said Indians; in order therefore 
to prevent such irregularities for the future, and to 
the end that the Indians may be convinced of our 
justice and determined resolution to remove all rea* 
jonahle cause of discontent, we do, with the advice 
of our privy council, strictly enjoin and require, that 
qo private person do presume to make any purchase 
fromthe^dlndiansyofany lands reserved t^ the 
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said Indians, within those parts of our colonies where 
we have thought proper to allow settlement ; but tMit 
if at any time any of the said Inctians should be in* 
dined to dispose of the said hnds, the same shall be 
purchased only for us, in our name, at some public 
meeting or assembly of the sud Indians, to be held for 
that purpose, by the governor or commander in chief 
oi ourcolony respectively, within which they shall lie : 
and in case they shall lie within the limits of any pro« 
ptietaries, conK>rmable to such directions and instruc- 
tions as we or they shall think proper to give for that 
purpose : And we do, by the advicf^ ot our privy 
council, declare and enjoin, that tl^e trade with the 
said Indians shall be free and open to all our subjects 
whatever : Provided, That every person who may 
incline to trade with the said Indians, do take out a 
license for cSirrying^on such trade, from the governor 
or commander in chief of any of our colonies respec- 
tively, where such person shall reside ; and also give 
security to observe such regulations as we shall at any 
time think fit, by ourselves or commissaries to be ap- 
pointed for this purpose, to direct and appomt for the 
benefit of the said trade ; and we do hereby authorise, 
enjoin and require the governors and commanders in 
chief of all our colonies respectively, as well thos« 
under our immediate government, as those under the 
govemment,and direction of proprieuries, to grant 
such licenses without fee or rewaud, taking especial 
care to insert therein, a condition that such license 
shall be void, and the security forfeited, in case the 
person to whom the same is granted, shall refuse or 
neglect to observe such regqlations as we shall think 
proper to prescribe as aforesaid. 

And we do further expressly enjoin and require, all 
officers whatever, as well military as those employed 
in the management and direction of Indian affairs, 
within the territories reserved as aforesaid, for the 
use of the said Indians, to seize and apprehend alt 
persons whatever, who standing charged with trea^ 
^ons, misprisions of treason, murders or other felo- 
nies or misdemeanors, shall fly from justice and take 
refuge in the said territory, and to send them, under a 
proper guard, to the colony where the crime was com- 
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mitled of which they sh^ stand accused, in ptder to 
take their trial for the same. 

Given at our court of St* James, the seventh day 
of October, 1763, in the 3d year of our reign*

m^de Aiuce the said pro\ ince has been in your majes*- 
ty's possession, that there are not only very conside« 
rable settlementji upon the east bank of the M ississip- 
pt above that lincj but also chat the town and settle* 
ment of Mobile itself is some miles tD the north of 
it ; and therefore we humbly beg leave to prcMXMe that 
nn iastmmcnt may pass under the great seai^ ^n like 
manner as was directed in the case of itit extension 
of die souih botmdttv of Geoigia) declaring that tbe 
province of West Florida shw be boimded to the 
north, by a line drawn from the mouth of the river 
Yasons, where it unites with the Mississippi, due 
east to the river Apaladdcola, by which we numbly 
conceive every material settlement, depending upon 
West Florida, wiU be comprehended withia the limtoi 
of that government.

ARTICLI I. 

Sath April, '^^^ "^®*^ northern branch or stream of the river 
ITBT; Savannah, from the sea or mouth of such streani to 
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•die fork or conflmence of Ae rivers now called TugK>- 
Iqo and Keowa, and from thence ihe niost northern 
Jbnmch or stream of the said river Tugoloo, till it in- 
tersecta the northern boundary line of South Caroli- 
na, if the said branch or stream of Tugoloo extends 
sofarnorth, reserving all the islands in the said rivers, 
Savannah and Tugoloo to Georgia ; but if the head 
spring or source of any branch or stream of the said

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British 'government and convention between the two states^ their 
cessions hav« transferred to the United States all th^ right to the 
whok of the Mississippi territory, bounded on the north by the 
southern boundary of the state of Tennessee, on the south by the 
31st degree of north latitude, and extending from the present west- 
em boimdary of the state of Georgia to the river Missbsippi.

Duane, Wm. Floyd and Alexander M^Dougal, the 
underwritten delegates for the state of New York, 
in the honorable Congress of the United States of 
America, send greeting ^ 

[Here follows tRe recital of the acts of the Legisla- 
ture of New York, authorising a cessioi> of territory 
by the delegates of that state in Congress*] 

Now, therefore, know ye, that we, the said James 
Duane, William Floyd and Alexander M 'Dougall, 
by virtue of the power and authority, and in the exe- 
cution of the trust reposed in us as aforesaid, have 
judged it fexpedient to limit and restrict, and we do 
by these presents, for and in behalf of the said state 
of New York, limit and restrict, the boundaries of 
the said state in the western parts thereof, with res- 
pect to the jurisdiction, as well as the right or pre- 
emption of soil, by the Unes and in the form following, 
that is to say ; a line from the north •east comer of the 
state of Pennsylvania, along the north bounds thereof, 
to its north-west comer, continued due west, until it 
shall be intersected by a meridian line, to be drawn 
from the forty-fifth degree of north latitude, through the 
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most westerly bent or inclination of lake Ontario ; 
thence by the said meridian line to the forty-fifth de- 
gree of north latitude, and thence by the said forty- 
fifth degree of north latitude: but if, on experiment^ 
theabove described meridian line shall not compre- 
hend twenty miles due west, from the most westerly 
bent or inclination of die river or strait of Niagara,

entire disposition of the United States, the following 
line be, and hereby is established, to wit : beginning 
at the place where the eastern or main branch of Elk 
river shall intersect the southern boundary line of the 
state of Tennessee ; from thence running due norths 
tmtil said line shall intersect the northern or main 
branch of Duck river; thence down the waters of

An act to ratify and confirm certain articles of Act of Oeor- 
a^eement and cession, entered into on the 24th day f^^?""* ^^' 
of April, 1802, between the commissioners of the 
state of Georgia on the one part, and the commis- 
sioners of the United States on the other part. 

Whereas, the commissioners of the state of Georgia, 
to wit: James Jackson, Abraham Baldwin and John 
Milledge, duly authorised and appointed by and on the 
part and behalf of the said state of Georgia, and the 
commissioners of the United States, James Madison, 
Albert Gallatin and Levi Lincoln, duly authorised 
and appointed by and on the part and behalf of « the 
said United States, to make an amicable settlement 
of limits between the two sovereignties, after a due 
examination of their respective powers, did, on the 
24th day of April lasty enter into a deed of articles 
and mutual cession, in the words following, to wit :

and united with them> in the free use and enjoyment 
thereof ; Now, the Six Nations, and each of them, 
hereby engage that they will never claim any other 
lands within the boundaries of the United States ; 
nor ever disturb the people of the United States in 
the free use and enjoyment thereof. 

Article VI. 

In consideration of the peace and friendship here- 
by established, and of the engagements entered into 
by the Six Nations ; and because the United States 
desire, with humanity and kindness, to contribute to 
their comfortable support; and to render the peace 
and friendship hereby established, strong and perpe- 
tual ; the United States now deliver to uie Six^ Na- 
tions, and the Indians of the other nations residing 
ainong and united with them, a quantity of goods, oT 
the value of ten thousand dollars. And for the same 
considerations, and with a view to promote the fu- 
ture welfare of the Six Nations, and of their Indian 
friends aforesaid, the United States will add the sum 
of three thousand dollars to the one thousand five 
hundred dollars, heretofore allowed them, by an arti- 
cle ratified by the President, on the twenty-third day 
of April, 1792 ; making in the whole, four thousand 
five hundred dollars ; which shall be expended year- 
ly forever, in purchasing cloathing, domestic animals, 
implements of husbandry and other utensils suited 
to their circumstances, and in compensating useful 
artificers, who shall reside with or hear them, and be 
employed for their benefit.

TREATY OF GREENEVILLE^ WITH NORTHWEST 
INDIANS. 

A TrecUti of Peace^ between the United Stales qf 
Amencaj and the Tribes qf Indians, called the 
Wyandols, Delarcares, Shawanaesy Ottowasj 
Chipewasy Putawatimesj Miamis, Ed-tvoer, ^ 
Weea% Kickapoos^'Pianhashancs and Kas- 
kaskias. 

Article III. 

The general boundary line between the lands of die 3d August, 
United States, and the lands of the said Indian tribes^ ^'^* 
shall begin at the mouth of Cayahoga river, and nm Boundary 
thence up the same to the portage faMctween that and imeestaUish^ 
the Tuscarawas branch ot the Muskingum; thence ^ 
down that branch to the crossing place above Fort 
Lawrence ; thence westerly to a fork of that branch 
of the great Miami river running into the Ohio, at or 
near which fork stood Loromie's store, and where 
commences the portage between the Miami of the 
Ohio, and St. Mary's river, which is a branch of the - 
Miami, which runs into lake £ri^; thence a westerly 
course to Fort Recovery, which stands on a branch 
of the Wabash; then south-westerly in a direct line 
to the Ohio, so as to intersect that river opposite the 
mouth of Kentucke or Cuttawa river. Aikl in con* 
sideradon of the peace now established; of the goods 
formerly received from the United States; of those 
now to be delivered, and of the yearly delivery of 
goods now sdpulated to be made hereafter, and to in* 
denmify the United States for the injuries and ex- 
penses they have sustained during the war; the said 
Indian tribes do hereby cede and relinquish forever, 
all their claims to the lands lying eastwardlv and 
soudiwardly of the general boundary line now aescri-

OF THE GREENVILLE TREATY BOUNDARY LINE. 

A Treaty between the United Stales of America, 
and tiie sachemsy chiefs and warriors of the 
fVtmndot, Ottawa^ Chippawa, Munsee, and 
Delaware, Shawanee and Pottawalima no- 
tionsj holden at Fort Industry, on the Miami 
of the lake, on the fourth day of July, Amuf 
Domini, one thousand eight hundred and five. 

Article IL 

^ort Indus- The boundary line between the United States and 
Jg'^'^'J"*/' the nations aforesaid, shall, in future, be a meridian 
Boundary ^^°^ drawn north and south, through a boundary to 
line esta- be erected on the south shore of lake Erie, one hun« 
bH)she4. dred and twenty miles due west of the west boundary 
line of the state of Pennsylvania, extending north un- 
til it intersects the boundary line of the United States, 
and extending south it intersects a line heretofore es- 
tablished by the treaty of Greenville. 
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Article III. 

The Indian nations aforesaid, for the consideration cesskm 
of friendship to the United States, and the sums of from the 
money hereinafter mentionedy^ to be paid annually to Indiwis.

territory of Michigan, was ceded by the Indian na« 
tions, to the United States ; and whereas the lands 
lying on the south eastern side of the said river 
Miamii and between said river, and the boimdary 
lines established by the treaties of Greenville and 
Fort Industry, with the exception of a few small re- 
servations to the United States, still belong to the 
Indian nations, so that the United States cannot, of 
right, open and maintain a convenient road from the 
setdements in the state of Ohio, to the settlements 
in the territory of Michigan, nor extend those set- 
tlements so as to connect them ; in order therefore 
to promote this object, so desirable and evidently 
beneficial to the Indian nations, as well as to the 
United States, the parties have agreed to the follow* 
ing articles, which when ratified by the President of 
the United States, by and with the advice and con* 
sent of the Senate thereof, shall be reciprocally bin- 
ding.

Cession for a ^^^ several nations of Indians aforesaid, in or-

Whereas it is declared by the fourth article of the 
treaty of Greenville, that the United States reserve

cennes and Clarksville for the purpose of erecting 
]K>uses of entertainment for the accommodation of 
travellers. But it is expressly understood that if the 
•aid locations are made on any of the rivers which 
cross the said road, and ferries should be established 
on the same, that in times of high water any Indian 
or Indians belonging to either of the tribes who are 
parties to the treaty shall have the privilege of cros- 
sing such ferry toll free. 

Article V. 

"Whereas there is reason to believe that if the 
boundary lines of the tract described in the first ar- 
ticle should be run in the manner therein directed, 
that some of the settlements and locations of land 
made by the citizens of the United States will fall in 
die Indian country—It is hereby agreed that such 
alterations shall be made in the direction of the said 
lines as will include themi and a quantity of land 
equal in quantity to what may be thus taken, shall be 
given to the said tribes either at the east or the west ' 
end of the tract. 



At a council holden at Vincennes on the seventh Vincennes, 
day of August, one thousand eight hundred and three T^L^^*^^'

ral tracts of land of one mile square each on the 
road leading from Vincennes to Kaskaskia, and also 
one other tract of land of one mile square on the

Whereas from a variety of unfortunate circump

right belongs to them and which was possessed by 
their ai^cestors for many generations, the chiefs and

The said tribe further agrees to cede to the United 
States, dl that tract of laml which lies between die 
tract above ceded, the Wabash, the VermiUion river, 
and a line to be drawn from the north comer of the 
said ceded tract, so as to strike the Vermillion river 
at the distance of twenty miles in a direct line from 
' its mouth. For this cession, a further annuity of one 
hundred dollars, and the sum of seven hundred dol- 
lars in goods, now delivered, is considered as a full 
compensation. But if the Miamis should not be 
wilUng to sanction the latter cession, and the United 
Stales should not think proper to take possession of 
the. land Widvout their consent, they shall be released 
from the obliffation to pay the additional annuity of 
one hundred aoUars. 



Article III. ' 

The stipulations contained in the treaty of Greene- 
villc, relatively to the manner of paying the ann|uity, 
and of tb^ right of the Indians to hunt upon the land, 
shall ajpply to the annuity granted and the land ceded 
by the present treaty.

ARTICLE I* 



The Sacs .^^. United States receive the united Sac and Foe 
and Foxes ta- tribes into their friendship and protection, and the

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Article II. 

The general boundary line between the lands of Boondanes. 
the United States and of the said Indian tribes shall 
be as follows, to wit : Beginning at a point on the 
IMissouri river opposite to the mouth of the Gasco* 
nade river ; thence in a direct course so as to strike 
the river Jeffreon at the d'lstance of thirty miles from 
its mouth and down the said Jeifreon to die Missis- 
sippi, thence up the Mississippi to the mouth of the 
Outsconsing river and up the same to a point whieh 
shaU be thirty.six miles in a direct line from the 
mouth of the said river, thence by a direct line to 
the point where the Fox river (a branch of the Illi* 
nois) leaves the small lake called Sakaegan, thence 
down the Fox river to the Illinois river, and down 
the same to the Mississippi. And the said tribes, 
for and in consideration of the friendship and pro* 
tection of the United States which is now extended 
to them, of the goods (to the value of two thousand 
two hundred and thirty-four dollars and fifty cents) 
which are now delivered, and of the annuity herein- * 
after stipulated to be paid, do hereby cede and relin- 
qmsh forever to the United States, all the lands in- 
eluded within the above described boundary. 

Article III. 

. In constderalion of the cession and relinquish- Goods to be 
ment of land made in Ae preceding article, the **^"^*^?* ^ 
United States will deliver to the said tribes at the Jri^'tTst. 
town of St. Louis, or some other convenient place LouUever/ 
on the Mississippi yearly, and every year» goods sui- ren- 
ted to the circumstances of the Indians, of the value 
of one thousand dollars (six hundred of which are 
intended for the Sacs, and four hundred for the 
Foxes) reckoning that value at the first cost of the 
goods in the city or place in the United States where 
they shall be procured. And if the said tribes shall 
hereafter, at an annual delivery of the goods afore- 
said, desire that a part of their annuity should be 
famished in domestic imimals, implements of hus- 
bandry and other utensils convenient for them, or in 
compensation to useful artificers who may reside 
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with or near them, and be employed for their bene- 
fit, the same shall at the subsequent annual delivery 
be furnished accordingly.

chez, in the Mississippi territory, in such way and 
manner as he may deem proper ; and the same shall be

discreet men to serve as assistants, guides or pilots* 
during the time of lading out and opening the road, 
aoder the direction of the officer charged with that do- 
ty, who shall have a reasonable^ compensation for their 
service : Provided akuays^ That the necessary fer^ 
ries over the water courses crossed by the ssud road, 
shall be held and deemed to be the property of the 
Chickasaw nation.

' the northern extremity of the settlements of the Mis- 
sissippi territory* and to be extended from thence, by 
such route as may be selected and surveyed, under

lowing lines, to say : Beginning at a branch of the 
Humecheeto where the same is intersected by the 
present Choctaw boundary, and also by the path lead- 
ing from Natchez to the county of Washington, usu- 
ally called M'Clarey'spath ; thence eastwardly along 
M*Clarey's path, to the east or left bank of Pearl 
river ; thence on such a direct line as would touch 
the lower end of a bluff oh the left bank of Chicka-

iU, by Molly, a Chocktaw woman. The latter re- 
serve to be subject to the same laws and regulations 
as may be established in the circumjacent country ; 
and die said mingoes of the Choctaws, request that 
the government of the United States may confirm 
the tide of this reserve in the said Alzira and So- 
phia. 

Articls II. 

For and in consideration of the foregoine cession Conskkra- 
on the part of the Choctaw nation, and in full satis- tioiu 
faction for the same, the commissioners of the Unit- 
ed States^ do hereby covenant and agree with the said 
nation, in behalf of the United States, that the said 
States shall pay to the said nation fifty thousand five 
hundred dollars, for the following purposes, to wit : 

Forty-eight thousand dollars, to enable the mingoes 
to discharge the debt due to their merchants and trad- 
ers ; and also, to pay for the depredations committed 
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on Stock and other property, by evil disposed persow 
of the said Choctaw nation ; two thousand five bimdred 
dollars to be paid to John Fitchlynn^ to compensate 
him for certain losses sustained in the Choctaw coun* 
try, and as a grateful testimonial of the nation's es* 
teem. And the said States shall also pay annuaHy 
to the said Choctaws, for the use of the nation, three 
thousand dollars in such goods (at neat cost of Phila- 
delphia) as the mingoes may choose, they giving at 
least one year's notice of such choice. 

Article III. 

The commissioners of the Uhited States, on the 
part of the said States^ engage to give to each of the 
three great medal mingoes, Pukshunubbee-mingo, 
Hcomastubbee and Pooshamattaha, five hundred 
dollars in consideration of past 'services in their na» 
tion, and also to pay to each of them an annuity of 
one hundred and fifty dollars, during their continu- 
ance in office. It is perfectly understood, that neither 
of those great med^ mingoes is to share any part of 
the general annuity of the nation.

The surveyors, as they are respectively qualified, . 
shall proceed to divide the said territory into town- 
ships of six miles square, by lines running due north 
ana south, and others crossing these at ri^t angles 
as near as *may be, unless where the boundaries of 
the late Indian purchases may render (he same im- 
practicable, and then they shall depart from this rule 
no ferther than such particular circumstances may re- 
quire. And each surveyor shall be allowed and paid

Louisiana. — Eaotract from the Grant to CrozaL 

LOUIS, by thegrace of God, king of France and Navarre: 
To all who shall see these present letters, greeting : 

The care we have always had to procure the welfare and advan* 
tage of our subjects having induced us, notwithstanding the almost 
continual wars which we have been obliged to support, from the 
beginning of our reign, to seek for all possible opportunity of en* 
Urging and extending the trade of our American colonies, We did 
in the year sixteen hundred and eighty -ihree, give our orders to un- 
dertake a disQOYcry of the countries and lands, which are situated in 
the northern partof America, between New Prance and New Mexi« 
CO : And the Sieur de la Sale, to whom we committed that enter- 
prize, having had success enough to confirm a belief, that commu- 
nication might be settled from New France, to the Gulph of Mexl- 
cq^ by means of large rivers; this obliged us immediately after 
the peace of Ryswick, to give orders for the establishing a colony 
there, and maintaining a garrison, which has kept and preserved 
the possession we had taken in the very year 1683, of the lands, 
coasts, and islands, which are situated in the Gulph of Mexico, be* 
tween Carolina on the east, and Old and New Mexico on the west* 
But a new war having broke out in Europe shortly after, there 
was no possibility, till now, of reaping from that new colony the 
advantages that might have been expected from thence, because 
the private men who are concerned in the sea trade, were all 
under engagements with other colonies, which they have been 
obliged to follow : And whereas^ upon the information we have re- 
ceived, concerning the disposition and situation of the said coun- 
tries, known at present by the name of the province of Louisianai 
we are of opinion, that there may be established therein a consi- 
derable commerce, so much the more advantageous to our king- 
dom, in that there has hitherto been a necessity of fetching from 
foreigners the greatest part of the commodities, which may be 
brought from thence, and because in exchange thereof we need 
carry thither nothing but commodities of the growth and manu- 
facture of our own kingdom ; we have resolved to grant the com- 
merce of the country of Louisiana, to the Sieur Anthony Crozat 
our counsellor, secretary of the household, crown and revenue^ 
to whom we ^entrust the execution of this project. We are the 
tnore readily inclined hereunto, because his zeal and the singular

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knowled^re he has acquired in maritime commerce^ encourage us 
to hope for as good success as he* has hitherto had in the divert 
and sundry enterprizes he has gone upon, and which have procur* 
cd to our kingdom great quantities of gold and silver in such con- 
junctures, as have rendered them very welcome to us. 

For these reasons^ being desirous to shew our favor to him, and 
to regulate the conditions upon which we mean to grant him the 
said commerce, after having deliberated this affair in our council, 
of our certain knowledge, full power and royal authority, we, by 
these presents, signed by our hand, have appointed and do appoint 
the said Sieur Crozat, solely to carry on a trade in all the lands, pos- 
sessed by us, and bounded by New Mexico, and by the lands of the 
English of Carolinai all the establishments, ports, havens, rivers and 
principally the port and haven, of the Isle Dauphine, heretofore 
called Massacre ; the river of St. Lewis, heretofore called Missis- 
sippi, from the edge of the sea, as far as the Illinois, together with 
the river of St. Philip, heretofore called the Missourys, and. of 
St. Jerome, heretofore called Ouabache, with all the conntriesy 
territories, lakes within land, and the rivers which fall directly or 
indirectly into that part of the river of St. Lewis* 

THE ARTICLES. 

I. Our pleasure is, that all the aforesaid lands, countries, streams^ 
rivers, and islands, be and remain comprised under the name of 
the govrmment of Louiaiana^ which shall be dependant upon the 
general government of New France, to which it is subordinate ; 
and further, that all the lands which we possess from the Illinois, 
be united, so far as occasion requires, to the generM government 
of New France, and become part thereof, reserving however to 
ourselves the liberty of enlarging, as we shall think fit, the extent 
of the government of the said country of Louisiana. 

III. We permit him to search for, open and dig all sorts of 
mines, veins and minerals, throughout the whole extent of the 
said country of Louisiana, and to transport the profits thereof into 
anv port of France, during the said fifteen years ; and we grant 
in perpetuity to him, his heirs, and others, claiming under him or 
themr the property of, in and to ihe mines, veins and minerals, 
which he shall bring to bear, paying us in lieu of all claim the fifth 
parr of the gold and silver, which the said Sieur Crozat shall Cause 
to be transported to France, at his own charges, into what port he 
pleases, (of which fifth we will run the risqiie of the sea and of war) 
and the tenth part of what effects he shall draw from the other 
mines, veips and minerals, which tenth he shall transfer and con* 
vey to our magazines in the said country of Louisiana. 

Wc likewise permit him to search for precious stpnes and pearls 
paying us the fifth part in the same manner as is mentioned for the 
gold and silver. 
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We wiHt that the said Sieur Crozat, his heirst or those chtisiing 
under him or them the perpetual right, shall forfeit the propriety 
of the said mines, veins and minerals, if they discontinue the 
work during three years, and that in such case the said mines, 
veins, and minerals, shall be fully reunited to our domain, by vir* 
tue of this present article, without the formality of any process of 
law, but only an ordinance of re-union from the sub-delegate of 
the intendant of New France, who shall be in the said country, nor 
do we mean that the said penalty of forfeiture, in default of work- 
ing jfor three years, be reputed a comminatory penalty. 

VII. Our edicts, ordinances and customs, and the usages of the 
mayoralty and shrievalty of Paris, shall be observed for laws and' 
customs in the said country of Louisiana,

MoNs. O'Abbadik, 

BY a special act done at Fontainbleau, Nov. 3d, 1763| 
of my own will and mere motion, having ceded to my very dear 
and best beloved cousin, the king of Spain, and to his successors 
in full property, purely and simply, and without any exceptions, 
the whole country known by the naipe of Louisiana, together with 
New Orleans, and the island in which the said city is situated ; and 
by another act done at the Escurial, Nov. 13, in the same year, his 
Catholic majesty having accepted the cession of the said country 
of Louisiana, and the city and island of New Orleans, agreeable 
to the copies of the said acts, which you will find hereunto annex* 
ed ; I write you this letter to inform you, that my intention is, 
that on receipt of these presents^ whether they come to your handsi 
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by tte ofteera of hit Catholic majestj-v or direcdjf by tiicft. Frehth 
vl(«8els as imiy be charged with the same, you are to deliver np to 
the governor, or officer appoitited for that purpose} by the king of 
Spain, the said counti7 and colony of Louisiana, and the posts- 
thereon depending, likewise the city and island of New Orleans^ m 
such state and condition as they shall be foun^o be in on the daf 
of the said cession, willing that in all time to come they shall bcv 
long to his Catholic majesty, to be goremed and admioistered by 
his governors and officers, and as possessed by him^ m fall -pro- 
perly without any exceptions. 

At the same titne^ I hope* for the prosperity and peace of the in- 
babitants^of the colony of Louisiana, and promise mysetf, frowthe

sions ; that they be confirmed in the possession of Cheir estates^ 
according to the grants which have been made by the governors 
und directors of the colony, and chat all the grants be holden and 
taken as confirmed by his Catholic majesty, even though not as yet 
confirmed by me. 

Hpping above all, that his Catholic majesty wHl be pleased to be'* 
stow on his new colony of Louisiana the same marks of protection 
ai^d good wiH, Which they enjoyed While und^r my dominion, and 
#f which the misfortunes of war alene have prevented their expe- 
tieneing greater efieets, I command yoii to cause my present let- 
ter to be recorded in the superior cotmcil of New Orleans, to the 
end that the several estates of the colony may be informed of its 
contents and may have recourse thereto when necessary; And the 
present being ibr no other purposes, I pray God, Mons. d'Abbadie 
to have you in hi^ holy k^ping.

AnticLS V^ His Bifitannic majesty likewise cedes and guaran- 
t((^s ip fuU right to his Catholic majesty, East Florida, as also West 
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yioridd* His Catholic majesty agrees that the British inhahitantsy, 
or others who may have been subjects of the king of Great Britaiii 
in the said countries, may retire in full security and liberty, whei*e 
they shall think proper, and may sell their estates and remove 
their effects, as well as their persons, without being restrained ia 
their emigration, under any pretence whatsoever, except on »c- 
eount of debts, or criminal prosecutions ; the term limited for this 
emigration being fixed to the space of eighteen months, to be com- 
puted from the day of the exchange of the ratifications of the pre- 
sent treaty: but if, from the value of the possessions of the English 
proprietors, they should not be able to dispose of them within the 
said term* then his Catholic majesty shall grant them a prolonga- 
tion proportionate to that end. It is further stipulated that his 
Britannic majesty shall have the power of removing from East 
Floricbk all the efF^cts which may belong to him^ whether artillery 
•r other matters.

1804, ^rom Mr. Cevallos, Secretary of State to his 
Catholic Majesty^ to Mr. Pinckney Minister (f the 17- 
mted States at Madrid. 

SIR, ' 

HAVING taken information upon what you were pleased to 
say to me in your note of the 10th ultimo, I have to offer to yo<ur 
Bbttce, that the king's minister, in the United States, has been in- 
formed, that his majesty has given no order whatever for opposing 
the delivery of Louisiana to the French ; and that the report cur- 
Tent in the United States or elsewhere, of the existence of such 
an order, is wholly without foundation ; since there is no connex- 
ion whatever between the pretended opposition, and that repre- 
sentation made by his majesty *s minister to the government of the 
United States^ on the defect which impaired the sale of Louisiana 
made by France, in which he manifested the just motives of the 
Spanish government for protesting against an alienation which 
France had promised never to make. 

At the same time that his majesty's minister, in the United 
States, is charged to iifform the American government of the falsi- 
ty of the above rumor, he is ordered to make known to it, that 
his majesty has thought proper to renounce his protest against 
the alienation of Louisiana by France, notwithstanding the solid 
motives on which ^at protest was founded i affording in this way» 
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a new proof of his benevolence and friendship for the Unitei 
States.

Board of Treasury, dated " New- York July 26, 1787.'^ 

WE observe by the act of the 23d inst. that your honorable 
boarc^is authorized to enter into a contract for the sale of a tract of 
land therein described,* on certain conditions expressed in the act. 
As we suppose this measure has been adopted in consequence of 
proposals made by us in behalf of ourselves and associates* to a 
committee of Congress, we beg leave to inform you that we arc 
ready to enter into a contract for the purchase of the lands describ. 
ed in the act, provided you can conceive yourselves authorized ' 
to admit of the following conditions which in some degree vary 
froni the report of the committee, viz. 

The subordinate surveys shall be compleate(} as mentioned in 
the act, unless the frequency of Indian irruptions may render the 
same impracticable without an heavy expense to the company. 

The mode of payment we propose, is half a million of dollars, 
when the contract is executed ; another half a million^ when the 
tract, as described, is surveyed by the proper officer of the United 
States ; and the remainder in six equal payments, computed from 
the date of the second payment. 

The lands assigned for the establishment of a university, to be 
nearly as possible in the centre of the first million and half of acres 
we shall pay for ; for to fix it in the centre of the proposed pur- 
chase, might too long defer the establishment. 

When the second payment is made, the purchasers shall receive 
a deed fbtr as great a quantity of land as a million of dollars will 
pay for, at the price agreed on ; after which we will agree not to 
receive any further deeds for any of the lands purchaaedi only at 
such penods, and on such conditions as may be agreed on betwixt 
the board and the puixhasers. 

As to the security, which the act says shall be good and sufifi- 
cienti we ai*e unable tp determine what those terms may^ in the 
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cdnteinplalion of Congprcss, or of your honorable board; we shall 
therefore only observe, that our private fortunesi and that of most 
of our associates being embarked in the support of the purchase) 
it is not possible for us to offer any adequate security, but that of 
the land itself, as is usual in great land purchases. 

We will agree so to regulate the contract that we shall never 
be entitled to a right of entry or occupancy^ but on lands actually 
ptdd fon nor receive any deeds till our payments amount to a mil* 
lion of dollars, and then only in proportion to such payment. The 
advance we shall always be under, without any formal deed, toge« 
ther with the improvements made on the lands, will, we presume) 
be ample security, even if it was not the interest as well as the 
disposition of the company to lay the foundation of their establish- 
ment on a sacred regard to the rights of property. 

If these terms are admitted we shall be ready to conclude the 
contract.

Proclamations ^. — Of' General Gage, f^espectmg 
lands at the Illinois and Fincennes. 

BY his excellencv Thomas Gage, major general of the king's 
armies, colonel of the 33d regiment, general commanding in chief 
all the forces of his majesty in North America, &c. 8(c. &c. 
' Whereas, by the peace concluded at Paris, the 10th of Februa- 
ry, 1763, the country of the Illinois has been ceded to his Britan- 
nic niajeaty, and the taking possession of the said country of the 
Illinois, by the troops of his majoaty, though delayed, has been 
determined upon^ we have found it good to make known to the 
inhabitants : 

That his majesty grants to the inhabitants of the Illinois the 
liberty of the Cath6lic religion, as it has already been granted to 
l^is siibjects in Canada: He has consequently given the most pre- 
cise and effective orders, to the end that his new Roman Catho- 
lic subjects of the Illinois, may exercise the worship of their reli- 
gion according to the rites of the Roman Church, in the same 
manner as in Canada. 

That his majesty moreover agrees, that the French inhabitants, 
or others who have been subjects of the most christian king, may 
retire in full safety and freedom, wherever they please, even to 
New Orleans or any other part of Louisiana, although it should hap- 
pen that the Spaniards take possession of it in the name of his 
Catholic majesty ; and they may sell their estates, provided it be 
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to subjects of his majesty, and transport their effects as well as 
their persons, without restrsdnt upon their emigration, under any 
pretence whatever, except in consequence of debts or of crimi* 
dbI process. 

That those who choose to retain their lands, and become subjects 
of his majesty, shall enjoy the same rights and privileges, the 
same security for their persons and effects, and liberty of trade^ 
as the old subjects of the king. 

That they are commanded by these presents to take the oath of 
fidelity and obedience to his majesty, in presence of Sieur Ster- 
ling, captain of the Highland regiment, the bearer hereof, and fur- 
nished with our full powers for this purpose. 

That we recommend forcibly to the inhabitants, to conduct them- 
selves like good and faithful subjects, avoiding, by a wise and pva- 
dent demeanor, all cause of complaint against them. 

That they act in concert with his majesty *s officers, so that his 
troops may take peaceable possession of all the posts, and order 
be kept in the country ; by this means alone, they will spare his 
majesty the necessity of recurring to force of arms, and will find 
themselves saved firom the scourge of a bloody war, and of all the 
evils which the march of an army into their country would draw 
after it. 

We direct that these presents be read, published and posted up 
in the usual places.

TO all peopk to vhom these presents shall come ; John Wil- 
kins, esquire, lieutenant colonel of bis majesty's eighteenth or 
roydl regiment of Ireland, governor and commandant throi>ghou% 
the Illinois country, sends greeting : 

Whereas, the cultivation of lands, not yet appropriated, is essen- 
tially necessary and useful towards the better peopling and settle- 
ment of the said country, as well as highly advantageous to his 
majesty's service, in the raising, producing and supplying provi- 
sions for his majesty's troops, now stationed or hereafter to be sta- 
tioned in the said country of the Illinois : 

And whereas, John Baynton, Samuel Wharton and George Mor- 
gan, of the city of Philaidelphia, in the province of Pennsylvania, 
merchants, trading to this- country, have greatly contributed to his 
majesty's service, by raising, furnishing and supplying his majes- 
ty ^s troops in this country with provisions, and being now in want 
of a tract of land, for range for cattle, and for tilling for grain, as 
well as for other uses, and have, in oi*der the more effectually to 
answer the salutary purposes aforesaid, undert^en and engaged 
immediately to settle and cultivate a certain quantity or portion of 
land, in the said country* Now know ye, that the said John Wil-

R§sobfed^ That all such proofs relating to the fraud and corrup- 
tions practised to obtain the act for the disposal of the western ter« 
ritory of this state, be entered by the <:lerk on the journals of the 
House, in order that the tesjtimony so given may be perpetuated, 
as well for the satisfaction of the legislature, and to shew the 
grounds on which they proceeded, as to hand down to future legis- 
latures the base means by which the rights of tlie people were at- 
tempted to be bartered. 

Agreeably to the foregoing report and resolve, the (affidavits 
taken before the committee and exhibited to the House, being read,

Longstreet spoke to the deponent, to get his approbation to the 
sale ; the depom;nt asked him to show him what security the mem- 
bers had of the purchasers, when the said Longstreet presented a 
certificate entitling the bearer to two shares of twenty-five thou- 
sand acres each, signed by Nathaniel Pendleton, cluurmax\ ; he 
the deponent then told the said Longstreet, that that was not what 
he had formerly told him was a member's share, for that the said 
Longstreet had before said a member's share was seventy-five thour 
sand afcres ; that the said Longstreet then told the deponent if he 
Wjeuld wait a few minutes or an hour, he would bring him another 
certificate from Gunn's company for the same number of acres ;

sation, then said the security was not sufficient to entitle him to 
the land.

The deponent said he did not think it right to 
sell the lands, but the said Longstreet told him if he would, he 
might make a fortune for himself and family forever, or words to 
that effect. The deponent said it would be injqrious to the com- 
munity, and it would be displeasing to our constituents to dispose 
of.their rights.

SPANISH REGULATIONS FOR THE ALLOTMENT OF LANDS. 

Instructions of Gi/vemor Gayosq^ for the administraiion 
of the Posts and distribution of Lands. 

INSTRUCTIONS to be observed by the commandants of the 
posts in this province, for the admission of new setders : 

1. If the new settler comes from another post in the province, 
where he has obtained a grant of land, no other grant shall be 
made to him ; and if he undertakes to fix himself down, he must 
buy lands, or produce my special permission for the grant ; and in 
order to determine whether he has before obtained land or not, the 
commandant of the post from which he goes, shall express it in 
his passport. « 

2. If the new settler is a stranger, and is not a farmer, nor married, 
nor has property in negroes, merchandize or money, he shall have 
no right to solicit a grant of lands, until he has remained four years, 
conducting himself well, in some honest and useful occupation. 

3. Artisans shall be fully protected, but no land shall be granted 
to them, until they have acquired property, and have lived three 
years in the exercise of their art or profession. 

4. To no unmarried emigrant who has not a trade or profession, 
shall lands be granted, till after the expiration of four vears ; and 
then only on his shewing that he has been without interruption, 
honesty employed in the cultivation of the earth, without which ^ 
necessary circumstance, he shall not b^ entitled to a grant. 
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5. If any person, as described in the last article, after haviitg 
lived in the country two years, shall obtain a recommendation from 
a farmer of honesty, who shall be willing, from his industry and 
application, to give him his daughter in marriage, as soon aa^'flie 
marriage is accomplished in due form, he shall be entitle to re- 
ceive a grant of land, agreeably to the terms contained in this in* 
struction. 

6. The privilege of enjoying liberty of conscience, is not to ex* 
tend beyond the first generation. The children of those who eiv* 
joy it, most positively be Catholics. Those who will not conform 
to this rule, are not to be admitt^ ; but are to be sent back out of 
the province immediately, even though they possess much property. 

7.. In the llfmoisi none ahall be admitted but Catholics of the 
classes of farmers and artizans. They must also possess some 
property » and must not have served in any public character, in the 
country from whence ihey come. The provisions of the preced- 
ing article, shall be explained to the emigrants already established 
in the province, who are not Catholics, and shall be observed by 
them ; the not having done it until this time, being an omission^ 
and contrary to the orders of his majesty, which required it from 
the beginning. 

«. The commandants will take particular care, that no Protes- 
tant preacher, or one of any sect, other than the Catholic, shall in- 
troduce himself into the province : The least neglect in this res* 
pect, will be a subject of great reprehension. 

9. To every new settler, answering the foregoing description 
and married, there shall be granted two hundred arpen&ofland ; 
fifty arpens shall be added for every child he shall bring with him* 

10. To every emigrant possessing property, and uniting the cir- 
cumstances before mentioned, who shall arrive with an intention to 
establish himself, there shall be granted two hundred arpena of 
land ; and in addition, twenty arpens for every negro that be shall 
bring; provided however, that the grant shall never exceed eight 
hundred arpens to^ one proprietor. If he has such a number of 
negroes, as would entitle him at the above rate to a larger grant, 
he will also possess the means of purchasing more than that quan- 
tity of land« if he wants it ; and it is necessary, by all possible 
means to prevent speculations in lands. 

1 1. No lands shall be granted to traders, as they live in the towns, 
they do hot want them. 

.13. Immediately on the. arrival of a new settler, the oath of fide- 
lity shall be required of him. If he is married, he shall prove that 
the wife whom he brings with him, is his lawful wife. If he has 
goods or personal property, they shall both declare what' part of 
them belongs to the portion of the wife> and whether any part be- 
longs to any person who is absent ; giving them to understand* 
that if the conirary of wha^they assert is proved^ the lands which 
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.ftre giwted to them ihall bt taMn back, with all tbe impvoTements 
they may have ii»ade upon it. 

13. At the time when they take the oath, the above particulars 
are to be attended to; and no lands are to be granted for any ne- 
groes which are not proved to be lawfully and wholly the property 
of the emigrant ; nor for the wife whom he brings with him, unless 
she is proved to be his lawful wife. In default of making such 
proofs, he is to be taken as coming within the description given in 
tbe 24 article. 

14. The new settler to whom lands have been granted, shall lose 
them without recovery, if in the term of one year, he shall not be- 
gin to establish himself upon them, or if in the third year he shall 
not have {Mit under labour/ten arpens in every hundred. 

15. He shall not possess the right to sell his lands, until he shall 
have produced three crops, on the tenth part of his lands which 
shall be well cultivated; but in case of death, he may leave them 
to his lawful heir, if he has a resident in the country. If he has 
no heir in tbe country, they shall in no event go to afi heir who is 
not of the country, unless such heir shall resolve to come and re- 
side in it, conformably to the established conditions. 

1 6. Debts contracted out of the province, cannot be paid with 
the produce of lands thus granted, if there are debts due in the 
province^ until after five harvests shall have been gathered. If for 
bad conduct, it shall become necessary to eject the settler from the 
country, before he shall bave made the three crops necessary to 
give him the dominion of the soil, and the right to dispose of it, 
the lands shall then again become united to the domain of the 
king : and in the same state shall be granted alternately to the 
young man and to the young woman residing within one league of 
the land which shall thus become vacant, who by their good con- 
duct shall best deserve such a gift. The question, who is entitled 
to this preference, shall be decided in an assembly of the most con- 
siderable people, headed by the commandant ; which decision they 
«hall make without any expense. They shall only consult me in 
the case, making known the circumstances for my approbation, 
and shall without delay put the deserving person in possession. 

17. The forms established by my pi>edecessor8, in which to pe- 
tition for lands, shall be followed under the conditions expressed in 
this order, with the difference only, that when the quantity of land 
amounts to or exceeds three hundred arpens, tbe fees to the secre- 
tary must be paid* 

1 8. It shall not be permitted to any new settler to form an establish- 
ment at a distance from other settlers. The grants of lands roust 
be so made, as not to leave pieces of vacant ground between one 
and another; since this would offer a greater exposure to the at- 
tacks of the Indians, and renders more difficult the administration

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of justice, and the regulation of the police, so necessary in all so- 
cieties, and more particularly in new settlements.

WE, Francis Lewis Hector, Baron de Carondelet, knight of Mal- 
ta, brigadier general of the royal armies of his Catholic majesty, 
military and civil governor of the provinces of Louisiana and West 
Florida ; Don Francis Rendon, intendant of the army, and deputy 
superintendant of the royal domains in the said provinces; Don 
Joseph de Orue, knight of the royal and distinguished order of 
Charles third, principal accountant for the royal chests of this ar- 
my, exercising the functions of fiscal of the royal domains— de- 
clare, that we agree and contract with the Senor Marquis de Mais- 
on Rouge, an emigrant French knight, who has arrived in this 
capital from the United States, to propose to us to bring into these 
provinces, thirty families, who are also emigrants, and who are to 
descend the Ohio, for the purpose of forming an establishment 
with them on the lands bordering upon the Washita, designed prin- 
eipally for the culture of wheat, and the erection of mills for ma* 
nufacturing flour, under the following conditions : 

1 . We offer in the name of his Catholic majesty, whom God pre- 
serve, to pay out of the royal treasury, two hundred dollars to every 
family composed of two white persons, fit for agriculture or for the 
arts useful and necessary to this establishment, as house or ship 
carpenters, blacksmiths and locksmiths ; and four hundred to those 
having four laborers ; and in the same way, one hundred to those'

2. At the same time we promise, under the auspices of our so- 
vereign monarch, to assist them forward from New Madrid to Wa- 
shita, with a skilful guide, and the provisions necessary for them, 
tin their arrival at their plact of destination* 

3. The expenses of transportation of their baggage and imple- 
ments of labor, which shall come by sea to this capital, shall be 
paid on account of the royal domains ; and they ahali be taken on 
the same account frotn this place to the Washitsa, provided that the 
weight shall not exceed tliree thousand pounds lor each family. ' 

4. There shall be granted to every ikmily containing two white 
persons fit for agriculture, ten arpens of land, extending back forty 
arpens, and increasing in the same proportion, to thost which shah 
contain a greater number of white cultivators. 

a. Lastly, it shall be permitted to the families to bring or to 
cause to come with them, European servants, who shall bind them- 
selves to their service for six ov more years, under the express con- 
dition that if they have families, they shall have a right, after their 
term of service is expired, to receive grants of land, proportioned 
in the same manner to their numbers. Thus we promise, as we 
have here stated ; and that it may come to the knowlege of those 
families which propose to transport themselves hither, we sign the 
present contract, ifvith the aforesaid Senor Marquis de Maison 
.Rouge, to whom that it may be made plain, a certified copy shadl 
be furnished.

TO THE GOVERNOR GENERAL. 

THE Baron de Bastrop desirous of encouraging the population 
and cultivation of the Ouachita and its neighborhood, of passing 
into the United States to complete the plan of emigration which he 
has projected, and from thence to. return with his family,. makes 
known to your lordship that it is absolutely indispensable on the 
part of the government, that a district be designated of about twelve 
leagues square, including the Bayou Liar and its vicinity, in which 
yout* petitioner* may, without the least obstacle or delay, place the 
families he is about to bring in, on the express condition that con- 
cessions of land are to be made gratis, and under no title or pretext 
to exceed, at most, four hundred arpens square, with a view to pre- 
vent the introduction of negroes, and the making of indigo, which 
in that district will be entirely contrary and prejudicial to the cul- 
tivation of wheat, and will cause your petitioner irrecoverably to 
lose the expenses of his establishment. Your petitioner prays also 
that you will be pleased to grant him permission to export for ihc 
Havanna, the flour which may be manufactured at the mills on the 
Ouachita, without confining him to sell it absolutely in New Orleans 
and other posts in this province, unless it should be necessary for 
their subsistence, in which case they ought always to have the pre- 
ference. It is also indispensable that the government should charge 
itself with the conducting and support of the families which the pe- 
titioner may introduce, from the post of New Madrid to Ouachita, 
by fumishing them with some provisions for the subsistence of the 
first months, and assisting them to commence the sowing of their 
seeds, granting to those inhabitants who are not Catholics, the same 
liberty of conscience as is enjoyed by those of Baton Rouge, Nat- 
chez, and other districts of the province, and without fixing on the 
part of the government conclusively, the number of families ^hich 
your petitioner is to introduce.

that no greater concession of land is to be givtn to any one, than 
four hundred square arpens at most, gratis and free from all due^. 
With regard to the object of this establishment it is to be for the 
cultivation of wheat alone; The exportation of the products of this 
province being free, the petitioner need not^ doubt that it will be 
allowed to him, for the flour which he may manufacture at the mills 
of the Ouachita, to the Havanna and other places open to the free 
cbmmerce of this province.

Baron de Bastrop has the honor to make known to you> that 
it being his intention to establish in the Ouachita, it is expedient 
that you should grant to him a corresponding permission to erect 
there one or more mills, as the population may require, as also to 
shut up the Baypu de Liar, where he proposes to establish the said 
mills, with a dike in the place most convenient for his works; and 
as it appears necessary to prevent disputes in the progress of the af- 
fair, he begs also the grant, along the Bayou Barthelemi, from its 
source to its mouth, of six toises on each bank, to construct upon 
them the mills and works which he may find necessary ; and pro* 
hibiting every person from making upon said Bayou any bridge, in 
order that its navigation may never be interrupted, as it ought, at 
all times, to remain free and unobstructed* This request, sir, will 
not appear exorbitant, when you are pleased to observe that your 
petitioner, who will expend iri these works, twenty thousand dollars 
or more, will be exposed, without these grants, to lose all the fruits 
of his labors, by the caprice or jealousy of any individual, who being 
established on rhis Bayou, may cut off the water or obstruct the na- 
vigation ; not to mention the loss, which the province will sustain of 
the immense advantages to result from the useful project proposed 
for the encouragement of the agriculture and population of thoac 
parts.

New Orleans, June 13, 1797. Considering the advantages to the 
population on the Ouachita and the province in general* to result 
from the encouragement of the cultivation of wheat, and the con- 
struction of flour mills which the petitioner proposes V> make at his 
own expense, I grant him in the name of his majesty^and by virtue 
of the authorities which he has conferred upon me, liberty to shut 
the Bayou de Liar on which he is about to establish his mills, with 
a dike, at the place most proper for the carrying on of his works. I 
also ^rant him the exclusive enjoyment of six toises of ground on 
each side of the Bayou Barthelemi, from its source to its mouthy to 
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enable bim to construct the worki and dams necessary for his'siillsy 
it being understood, that by this grant, it is not intended to prohibit 
the free navigation of the ^aid Bayou to the rest of the inhabitants, 
%vho shall be free to use the same, without however, being permitted 
to throw across it any bridge, or to obstruct the navigation, which 
. shall at all times remain free and open. Under the conditions here 
expressed, such mills as he may think proper to t*rect, may be'dii» 
posed of by the petitioner together with the lands adjoining, as es- 
tates belonging entirely to him in virtue of this decree, in relatibn 
to which the sut^eys are to be continued, and the commandant, 
Don John Fethiol, will verify and remit them to me, so that the 
person interested may obtain a corresponding title in form.

I, Maurice Conway, an inhabitant of this vicinity, with due re- 
spect do represent to your excellency ; 

That being abput to settle myself up ih6 country on the lands 
which Alexander Lattl and I purchased, with your approiy^tton* 
of the Houma Indians, and which are totally destitute of fences, 
and is cleared for upwards of one league in depth, in such a man- 
ner that the cypress trees may be about one league and a half 
from the river, without my having any right to them, your ex-, 
cellency having granted to us only the depth of forty arpens, with 
which shortness of depth I cannot have access to the cypress trees, 
so necessary for the construction of my fences and other utilities 
of a plantation ; Therefore I humbly pray your excellency to take 
the circumstances into consideration, and to grdnt me all the 
depth which may be vacant behind or at the end of the aforesaid 
forty arpens of depth, whereof I am at present the sole t)wner, by 
virtue of a deed of conveyance passed before Andrew Almonester, 
notary public on the 4th day of January last, of the moiety be- 
- longing to Mr. Latil, aforesaid. I also pray your excellency to

swered to me through the assistance of the interpreter aforesaid, 
that the land sold by him, and formerly occupied by the Indians, 
extended from the lower line of Francis Duhon on the upper side, 
to that of Michael Chiasson, on the lower, (although these names 
do not correspond now with those which appear in the instrument 
of sale, because since that time the said adjoining lands have pas- 
sed through the bands of several owners ;) and which' intermedin 
ary land 1 then measured, drawing to this effect throu)^ the 
woods the necessary lines to ascertain its length, (which lines arc 
described, in the figurative plat of my operations, which I deliv^» 
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ed to the partyO am! found that it contains ninety-six arppns in 
front on the riVer, opening one hnndi-ed afnd twenty degrees to- 
wards its rear, owing to its situation in the bottom of the bend ; 
the upper line, adjoining lands of Francis Lhihon', being directed 
north fifty degrees west; and the lower adjoining those of Michael 
ChiASson, running north seventy degrees east* 

The measurements of the said front being concluded, I proceed- 
ed to put the petitioner in possession of the depth which by the 
aforesaid decree has heen granted to him — To this end, havings 
transferred myself to the upper ltne« which joins Francis Duhon 
aforesaidi I examined in his presence the stakes which had been 
planted by me on the 23d December, 1773, which stakes still 
exist in the same situation, distance and direction, both of Mul- 
t>erry tree: the first measuring five feet, £cc. planted at thirty- 
seven tots^s ai^l two feet from the present margin of the river ; 
and the second of 6 feet^ &c. planted at one arpent, or 30 toises 
further back towards the rear* 

Afterwards I proceeded on the same line and on the same course 
(viz.) north fifty degrees west until tbe forty arpens in depth, 
opening for that purpose a road through the woods, at which point 
I caused to be planted a stake of cypress of six feet in length. Sec* 
And at two arpens furrher still, that is to say, at forty-two arpens 
from the river, I planted another stake similar in all to the last 
above described. 

This line being conclude^r I went to the lower one, adjoining 
lands of Michael Cbiasson^ whom I also sent for ; and after hav- 
ing measured the seven arpens, which by decree of the 27 th Sep- 
tember, of this game year, were granted to him by the same go* 
vernor aforesaid, I caused to be planted on it two stakes of Mul- 
berry tree ; the first measuring foiir feet, &c« at tweftty toises 
from the present margin of the river ; and the second at twenty 
toises further back: After whkh I went on through the wood Sy 
and in the aforesaid direction of north seventy degrees east, on the 
same line, until the forty arpens in depth, at which point I

estates, and for want of it, that many are in ruins and abandoned* 
In consideration of this, we beseech you sir, earnestly, to favor

they stand are.not comprehended therein, they being excluded from 
the common use, which is confined expressly to the trees; it be- 
coming the particular duty of the commandant and Syxidics of 
the post, to take care that the inhabitants make the prudent use of 
this licence, which the wants of a well established society may re- 
quire, and that they restrain the rapacious, who without regard 
to those wants, may waste and cut more cypresses than the re- 
pairs of their fences and the necessary buildings on their farms 
may demand.

The petitioner, during this 
interval, has had the good fortune to render himself useful to the gov- 
ernment that has received him, by using all his efforts to shew his 
zeal, his activity and his devotedness against a party of French, 
vfho dared to menace the Spanish possessions.

mines it contains, and by his perseverance has surmounted all ob- 
stacles as expensive as they were dangerous, and after many voy- 
ages, has come to be the peaceable possessor of a tract of land on 
the western bank, to which he \isls given the name of ^< Mines 
of Spain," in commemoration of the government to which he be- 
longs. As the place of the settlement is but a point, and the dif- 
ferent mines which he works, are scattered at a distance of more 
than three leagues from each other; your most humble petitioner 
prays yoUr excellency to be pleased to grant him the peaceable pos- 
session of the mines and lands, that is to say from the coasts, 
above the liille river Maquauquetois to the coasts of the Mesqua-

Report of Secrelai'y of the Treasury^ to the President of 
the United States. 

FACTS. 

In I T88, Dubuque purchases*, from the Indians, an extent of T 
leagues front on Mississippi, by three leagues in depth, contain* 
ing upwards of 140,000 acres, and the most valuable lead mines of 
Louisiana, situated about 50^ miles above St. Louis. The sale is 
very vague ; they permit Dubuque lo work the mine as long as he 
pleases, and till he thinks proper to abandon it, without confining 
him to any time, and they also sell him the hill and contents of 
the land (or mine) found by Peosta*s wife, and if he finds nothing 
in it, he may seek where he pleases and Work quietly. In 1796, 
he presents his requtte to goveitior Carondelet at New Orleans," 
stating that he has made a settlement (habitation) or settled a 
plantation amongst the Indians, that he has purchased from them 
a portion of land with all the mines therein contained ; that the 
hahitntion is but a fioint and inasmuch as the mines he works are 
three leagues from each other, he requests the governor to gi*ant 
him the fteaceodie /io9ae9»ion of the mines and lands, contained with- 
in certain natural boundaries, and which he states as being above 
six leagues in front, and three in depth. 

The governor refers the application for information to A. Todd, 
who had the monopoly of the Indian trade on the Mississippi. 

A. Todd reports, thak no objection occurs to him, if the gover- 
m>r thinks it convenient to grant the application, provided that 
Dubuque shall not trade with the Indians without his pcrmissioii* 
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Gotemor Carondelet, writes at the foot of tlie request, << grant* 
ed as is asked (roncedido como se solecita) under the re- 
strictions mentioned by Todd, in his information, 10th November, 
1796." 

Goyemor Harrison in his treatf with the Sacs and Foxes, of 
. 3d November 1804, introduces an additional article by which it is 
ag^ed that nothing in the treaty shall affect the claim of individu* 
als who might have obtained grants of land, from the Spanish go* 
vemment, known to, and recognised by tlie Indians, though such 
'grants be not included within the boundary line fixed by the trea- 
ty with said Indians. And the same governor certifies that the 
article was inserted with the intention of particularly embracing 
Dubuque's claim. 

The claim having been laid before the commissioners, they made 
on 20th September, 1806, the following (iecisi9n : 

^ A majority of the board, John B. C. Lucas dissenting, ascer- 
tain this claim to be a complete Spanish grant, made and comple- 
ted prior to the 1st day of October, 1800." 

A copy of that decjsion, tested by the assistant clerk of the 
board, has been delivered to Aug: Chouteau, who had purchased 
from Dubuque, one undivided half of the claim. 

REMARKS. 

I. Governor Harrison's treaty adds no sanction to the claim : 
it is only a saving clause in favor of a claim without deciding on 
Its merits, a question which indeed he had no authority to decide. 

II. The form of the concession, if it shall be so called, is not 
that of a patent, or final grant ; and that it was not considered as 
sudi the commissioners knew, as thef had previously received a 
list procured from the records at New Orleans, and transmitted 
by the secretary of the treasiiry, of all the patents issued under 
the French and Spanish government, in which this was not includ* 
ed, and which also shewed the distinction between concession 
and patent, or complete title. 

«>» III. The form of the concession is not even that used when it 
was intended ultimately to grant the land ; for it is then uniform* 
ly accompanied with an order to the proper officer to survey 
the land, on which survey being returned, the patent issues. 

IV. The governor only grants as is asked : and nothing is asked 
but the peaceable possession of a tract of land on which the In- 
dians had given a fievonal permission to woric the lead mines as 
Jong as he should remain. 

Upon the whole this appears to have been a mere permission to 
work certun distant mines without any alienation of or intention 
to alienate the domain. Such permission might be revoked at 
will ; and how it came to be considered us transferring the fee 
simple, or even as an incipient and incomplete titfe to the fee 

v^ simple, cannot be understood. 
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It aeems also that the commissioners) ought not to have given 
to any person certificates of their proceedings tending to give m 
color of title to claimants* Thef were by law directed to trans- 
xnit to the treasury a transcript of their decisions, in order that 
the same might be laid before Congress for approbation or rejec- 
tion.
